What if the government isn’t broken?

“and I am sweating a lot by now and 
thinking of 

leaning on the john door in the 5 Spot 
While she whispered a song along the key- 
board 

to Mai Waldron and everyone and I stopped 
breathing”

Memory combined with perception, desire 
tempered by experience, a handful of new 
Polaroids, and a set of gaudy color postcards 
that blend the present with the past and 
future. 

Polaroids 

1. In the wake of Barack Obama’s victory, 
many Americans felt overwhelmed; some were 
near-ecstatic. Distilling any campaign, espe- 
cially this one, down to only a few key issues 
is an exercise in absurdity. Obviously, there 
were all kinds of reasons people supported 
Obama. Post-election, this support is evolv- 
ing into an incredibly wide range of expecta- 
tions of his presidency. One widely embraced 
theme (though neither the dominant or only 
one) is Obama’s focus on unity rather than 
division, on the need for the coming together 
of citizens as Americans, all of us invested in 
our country’s future. 

It is sometimes surprising to realize how 
many Americans reject this unity as not just a 
fairy-tale fiction but an unholy, utopian vision 
that is really fascist rather than patriotic. 
It is not just that they reject unity because 
the candidate they didn’t support won, but 
rather that they have a vicious distrust of 
unity. Many Americans assert that the prob- 
lems this country is facing are mostly very 
simple, but they have been complicated by 
other Americans - because of their stupid- 
ity, idealism, or actually overtly treasonous 


allegiance to “foreign” philosophies, ranging 
from Marxism and communism to Zionism 
and secular humanist relativism. Many seem 
quite comfortable in the combative divisive- 
ness of partisan politics, because it invites 
adversarial antagonism, in which some find 
confirmed their moral, intelligent, and patri- 
otic superiority. 

There are those, such as the radio and 
television pundits, who make their livings by 
singing the praises of this country and at the 
same time supporting an almost isolation- 
ist patriotism. They love this country 
but demonize a healthy percent- 
age of its citizens, whom they 
denounce and expose, casu- 
ally insisting that those with 
whom they disagree are 
motivated by evil, immoral- 
ity, and brain-damaged per- 
ceptions. 

2. The first major post-elec- 
tion flanking maneuver has been 

to ignore the tremendous diversity 
of those attracted to Obama. Lumping them 
all together as though they are just one serves 
to characterize them as a dehumanized and 
deluded mass. 

3. On Election Day, people were over- 
whelmed for any number of reasons, none of 
which are mutually exclusive. There are those 
who have faith that Obama will be the best 
president that he can be, a genuine leader 
and a uniter. There are those who do have 
irrational expectations of what he can do, 
as well as those just relieved that the eight- 
year nightmare of the Bush administration is 
finally approaching its end. Certainly some 
of the joy and enthusiasm is because he is 
the first African-American elected president 
of these United States - this happening only 
a century and a half since the end of slav- 
ery and not quite half a century since the 


American Congress took legislative action to 
end legal, government-mandated segregation. 
This achievement is accentuated because so 
many voted for him not because of his race 
but because of his ideas, not for parochial 
reasons but for his vision. 

4. Some of the anti-Obama sentiment is 
driven by old-fashioned, unmitigated racism, 
but that is by no means the overtly dominant 
reason. Many still hold on to disproven beliefs 
- that he is a Muslim, is not really an American, 
and is going to take this country in a Marxist 
or fascist direction. Others argue that he is all 
talk and no action. Thus Americans have 
fallen for the inspired thoughts of the 
factually disinterested public figure 
Rush Limbaugh, who labeled him 
an inspirational speaker who offers 
no substance but just sheer dema- 
goguery. Even though this came 

r from the demagogue’s demagogue, 
rather than being a compliment, it is 
meant as damning criticism. It is way 
too early to tell what Obama’s presidency 
will accomplish, but these comments are juve- 
nile. 

5. Keep in mind that many of these anti- 
Obama critics supported George W Bush, 
not once but twice, for presidency. One 
might think that as a simple act of contrition 
they would wait until the new president took 
office before assailing him with slander, innu- 
endo, and accusations. Instead, we get Sean 
Hannity sincerely telling Karl Rove that he 
feels the Bush presidency has been dramati- 
cally undervalued and that the Democratic 
assaults on Bush handicapped his presidency. 
This point of view is not exactly a challenge to 
Rove. According to many in this opposition, 
those of us who support Obama and eagerly 
await his presidency are sheep: foolish, naive, 
and so stupid that we expect Obama to 
walk on water and deliver the people from

their mortgages by spreading manna from 
heaven. Now maybe, just maybe, we are sick 
of hearing Americans attacking Americans. 
Maybe the problem with Republican vice 
presidential candidate Sarah Palin was not 
sexism but that, regardless of the topic, 
whenever she spoke, her driving theme was 
divisive - taking the position that there are 
good Americans and a good America, and 
then there are the out-of-touch elites whose 
patriotism is questionable. 

6. Maybe the expectation is not that he’ll 
walk on water or make oil sprout up from 
the ground just by touching it with his staff. 
Maybe it is just that, rather than feed the 
people double-talk, encourage division, and 
homogenize and pasteurize problems for gen- 
eral consumption, he’ll talk straight, laying 
out problems and the options to solve them. 
It won’t make the next years any easier, but it 
might find us more united and focused. 

And Postcards 

I. Although they differ on almost all details, 
there is an impressive number of political 
groups, ranging across the political landscape 
in terms of ideology - liberal, conservative, 
middle of the road, radical extremist, left- 
ist, rightist, fascist, communist, and main- 
stream - that agree on one thing. This is that 
there is a major problem with this country 
and with its government: The United States’ 
democratic, constitutional republic is severely 
broken, dominated by and in service to spe- 
cial interests rather than the public good, 
manipulated by corruption, and ill-served by 
public servants and elected officials. These 
groups believe our government is now hope- 
lessly inadequate, severely corrupted, and in 
desperate need of substantial foundation and 
structural repairs.

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There is as wide a range of solutions offered 
as there are groups harboring such percep- 
tions. They range from the moderate - term 
limits, campaign finance reform, more politi- 
cal parties - to the extreme - armed revolu- 
tion, tearing down this Sodom to rebuild 
America glorious anew. 

Most of these solutions would require 
severe reconstructive surgery be performed 
on the Constitution; at the same time, their 
built-in problems are for the most part 
ignored. Term limits not only negate the dem- 
ocratic republic ideal but in addition guaran- 
tee the triumph of bureaucracy over elected 
officials. Those who advocate multiple parties 
ignore how marginalized, extremist parties 
can have disproportionate amounts of power 
because of their roles in some multiparty 
coalition governments. 

II. What if the perception of the problem is 
the problem ? What if the government, though 
it may have cracks and show plenty of wear, 
in general isn’t broken? No matter how the 
majority of citizens regard it, what if the 
government now is about as good as could 
and should be expected under the rather 
overwhelming circumstances - the size of the 
country, its population, and the enormous 
costs involved in running it? Much of what 
are perceived as flaws are direct consequenc- 
es of the governmental structure laid out in 
the Constitution. 


III. What if, pitched against the achieved 
reality of current government, there is not a 
reform movement but just an extravagantly 
imagined fantasy? If the former is judged by 
the latter, won’t it always come up short? The 
latter is a fantasy, lacking details and not road- 
tested but instead just an individualized ideal 
of a working government. What if the many 
different approaches to changing and improv- 
ing it end up doing very much the opposite? 

What if this perception of ruin and the like- 
lihood of fixing it are obligated more to some 
hopeless ideal more than to any reality? 

IV The idea of this country is that its 300 
million citizens all share the exact same 
rights in relationship to the government. 
Conceptually, at least, shouldn’t the role of 
the government be almost exactly the same 
with each citizen? 

V Each of the 300 million citizens expects 
an almost direct relationship between him- 
or herself and the government that actually 
allows him or her some degree of power. 

VI. Arguably, flawlessly achieving the ideal 
or even coming close is impossible. What if 
the very decency and ambition of this concept 
was what made it so problematic? 

VII. Almost all groups want the government 
“reformed”: to be more “representative” and 
less influenced by special interests. But almost 
all who feel this country is so grievously bro- 
ken fail to address some very basic issues: 


What kind of government will we have and 
how will it operate once all the impurities 
are filtered out? Specific policies are rarely 
discussed, except in opium-dream terms. 
The broadest generalizations are offered up as 
easy and achievable cures. Are the problems 
really created by intentional sabotage and 
waves of corruption? 

The devil, as they say, is in the details. Is it 
not possible that when broad generalizations are 
translated into mundane policies, the very ideo- 
logical fights that now exist will be re-created? 

VIII. There is a core contradiction to the 
paradigm that the problems facing this coun- 
try are, for the most part, caused by other 
Americans. The very framing of the problem 
in that way - as well as any solution, no mat- 
ter how it is structured - are inherently and 
overwhelmingly unconstitutional. 

The basic constitutional idea is that all 
people are empowered. The Constitution 
places law above men, not as a fascist vision 
but as one of equality: constitutional rights 
trump class, family, wealth, political power, 
and economic and social standing. 

When any group feels forced to step 
above or outside the law to “correct” per- 
ceived wrongs, not only is the baby being 
thrown out with the bathwater, but the 
bathtub and water supply system are being 
thrown out as well. All of them dumped on 
top of the Constitution. ■

of that electricity, e.g. in air conditioners among 
many other uses). The urban heat island effect 
- the 3.5 degrees cited by Grady - (like the hot 
air emanating from your AC) is yet another mat- 
ter entirely, and simply not the same thing as 
global warming (nor is it “ entropy in its purest and 
simplest form,” but that’s a matter for yet another

> At press time, Capital Metro drivers and 
mechanics voted to accept the latest contract 
offer from StarTran, after intervention from 
public officials and a marathon session last 
Friday resulted in a tentative deal. See “Point 
Austin,” right. 

The post-election fallout continues at the state 
House, where a razor-thin split (76-74) led to 
speculation and maneuvering over the fate of 
Speaker Tom Craddick. See “Let the Race 
Begin,” p.18. Additionally, prefiling bills for the 
legislative session began Nov. 10 - as of 
Wednesday morning, 431 had been filed. 

Nov. 10 was also the first day candidates could 
declare for the 2009 mayoral and City Council 
elections and start raising funds. For all the lat- 
est - including our overmatched Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn Mayoral Declaration Alert system - 
visit austinchronicle.com/newsdesk. Late Wednesday, 
Strayhorn filed for mayor. 

In an abrupt reversal surprising even City Council 
members, city staff agreed to expand a north- 
east landfill despite opposition from neighbor- 
hood organizations and the Solid Waste Advisory 
Commission.

With 68 days to the presidential inauguration, 
Barack Obama is leading a $12 million transi- 
tion effort to build his administration.

WHEN YOUR PC NEEDS A PI When do comput- 
er repairmen become criminal investigators? It 
may seem like a strange thing to ask, but the 

Institute for Justice has condemned the 
state’s Private Security Bureau for failing to 
answer that very question at its meeting last 
month. A year earlier, in October 2007, the 
bureau handed down an interpretation of last 
session’s House Bill 2833, writing that “comput- 
er repair or support services should be aware 
that if they offer to perform investigative servic- 
es, such as assisting a customer with solving a 
computer-related crime, they must be licensed 
as investigators.” Since then, computer repair 
firms have been left wondering if they must 
have licensed private investigators on staff 
(“Computer Crash? Call a PI!” July 4). The 
bureau’s board tabled a discussion of the lan- 
guage at its July 23 meeting, putting the deci- 
sion off until October, when they again declined 
to alter the interpretation. Institute for Justice 
Executive Director Matt Miller, who is also lead 
attorney for a group of repair firms suing the 
state for what they say is poorly defined legisla- 
tion written by PI industry lobbyists, said they’re 
“disappointed” by the continuing failure to clari- 
fy the rules. - Richard Whittaker 

> GENDER INEQUITY AT UT A report released last 
week by the University of Texas Gender Equity 
Task Force found that female professors make, 
on average, roughly $9,000 less a year than 
their male counterparts, with a gap of around 
$4,500 for non-tenure-track faculty. The report 
also identified inequity in other areas, including 
hiring practices, professional climate, and leader- 
ship. The task force cited a 2006 study by the 
American Association of University Professors, 
which placed UT second to last out of 12 peer

Nobody in Charge 

For the Cap Metro chaos, blame a feckless board

“We had no choice hut to strike - we couldn’t just 
take what they were offering us, rather than strike. 
Every contract negotiation after that, they would have 
felt they could just shove stuff down our throat, without 
us fighting back. It was about fighting back.” 

That was Jay Wyatt this week, a couple of 
days after the Friday night settlement between 
Amalgamated Transit Union Local 1091, the 
bus drivers and mechanics union, and 
the Capital Metro transit agency. As I 
write Wednesday, the union members 
are voting on the proposed contract, 
which Wyatt said he would be recom- 
mending as the best available resolution. 

To add insult to the injury of already lost 
workdays, the workers awoke Wednesday 
morning to a condescending lecture from the 
Statesman editors (“Capital Metro workers should 
OK contract”) telling them to vote yes. If the work- 
ers didn’t have families to support and bills to pay, 
I suspect that smug dismissal alone would stick in 
enough craws to make them reject the contract. As 
it is, after 18 months of virtually fruitless negotia- 
tions - and the visible prospect that management 
was willing to hold out until the union was broken 
- the union achieved a four-year deal (retroactive 
to 2007) that, according to reported summaries, 
compromised on health insurance and back pay in 
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return for an increased bonus and small but consis- 
tent raises over the next three years. 

That they got a contract at all is no small achieve- 
ment, and it’s little thanks to the elected officials 
who compose the bulk of the Capital Metro board of 
directors. If it hadn’t been for board and City Council 
Member Mike Martinez, who initially proposed 
a temporary compromise deal two weeks 
ago (seconded by Brewster McCracken 
and state Reps. Eddie Rodriguez and 
Dawnna Dukes), and then state Sen. 
Kirk Watson, who by request para- 
chuted into the negotiations Friday 
evening, the deal wouldn’t have got- 
ten done. Management (nominally 
subcontractor StarTran, but transpar- 
ently Cap Metro president and CEO Fred 
Gilliam and his chief outside negotiator, Tom Hock) 
has been able to intimidate other board members 
into sitting on their hands, on the absurd argument 
that the board members are “third parties” who 
must stay out of the way. (On this logic, Gilliam is 
his own third party, who can direct the negotiations 
without visibly getting his hands dirty) 

That is pure-dee union-busting horseshit, and 
any board member who out of misunderstanding or 
cowardice claims to believe it (for starters, Margaret

of tenured female professors. The task force 
conducted a survey that found 14% of female 
faculty felt they had been sexually harassed. The 
report noted that much of the inequity stems 
from a “leadership gap.” Female professors 
hold only 9% of endowed chair positions, while 
female professors make up 19% of the faculty. 
Department chairs allocate resources and are a 
powerful voice in hiring, promotion, and salary 
decisions. The report recommends that the uni- 
versity develop a five-to-10-year plan to reduce or 
eliminate gender inequity. - Justin Ward 





BYE BYE, BIODIESEL As of last month, diesel 
car and truck drivers can no longer fill up with 
100% biodiesel at Junior’s Beer and Wine, 

near UT campus on 29th Street. Thanks to city 
code violations - discovered following com- 
plaints by a neighbor said to be long averse to 
the beer-centric business - Junior’s tank and 
pump have disappeared, along with the roughly 
2,000 gallons of biofuel they sold per month. 
Capt. Jeff Solomon of the Austin Fire Department 
said Junior’s tank lacked the secondary contain- 
ment unit, proper ventilation, and steel bumpers 
required by city codes, which he said are based 
on internationally accepted fire regulations for 
biodiesel (though biodiesel boosters argue that 
because the fuel is less dangerous than petrol, 
the codes need not be so strict). A fuel tank 
must also sit 15 feet from any building and five 
feet from the property line - impossible in 
Junior’s awkward-shaped lot, said owner Mark 
Boyden. That, coupled with the estimated 
$3,000 needed to make the changes, drove 
Boyden to simply remove the tank. “There’s no 
way I could afford to make that kind of invest- 
ment,” he said. Austin’s only biodiesel retail 
location for 100% biodiesel is now Eco-Wise, at 
110 W. Elizabeth near South Congress.

ALL KINDS OF TRASH 


Don’t ask, don’t tell ... the council or anybody else

“What we have seen this week is, for the second time, a potential 
development and/or zoning issue brought through an interlocal 
agreement,” said Mike Martinez at the start of last week’s council 
meeting, “And while I ... completely understand that that is legal 
and viable, I think that it circumvents the public input process as it 
relates to zoning.” 

In English: It’s been a miserable few months for transparency in 
your city government. 

The city had little jurisdiction over one issue Martinez alludes to: the 
Travis County Healthcare District’s purchase of a tract on Braker 
Lane designated for a low-income health clinic. By buying the property, 
the district extricated itself from city zoning jurisdiction, angering some 
northeastern NIMBYs in the process. But the more literal stink of a 
second deal is all over the city: expansion of the Sunset Farms 
Landfill on the northeast side. Seemingly at odds with explicit council 
policy, the agreement emerged from the city’s legal department - with 
most, if not all, of the council clueless about the policy shift. 

The landfill, north of 290 on Giles Road, has long been a bane to 
neighbors and embattled at the city and county. A 2007 council resolu- 
tion “opposes ... the landfill expansion applications as filed,” and calls 
for its closure by November 2015. That’s why a Halloween agreement 
signed between landfill operators BFI Waste Systems, property owner 
Giles Holdings, and the city came as such a shock: While calling for 
the landfill to cease operations in 2015, it allows for a vertical expan- 
sion of 75 feet until then - which would make the trash mound, accord- 
ing to environmentalists’ reports, a hair taller than Mount Bonnell. 

Do the ends justify the means? Such an obviously nuanced question 
should be open for deliberation not just to the council but to the land- 
fill’s neighbors, as well. Neither was consulted. “I was not aware an 
agreement was being negotiated,” says Lee Leffingwell, who spon- 
sored the 2007 landfill resolution. “I have no knowledge that anyone [on 
council] was apprised of it before it went down.” His colleagues Randi 
Shade and Laura Morrison have been quoted in the press saying the 
decision came as a shock. But now that council’s considered the matter 
- after the fact - some see it as an effective way to close the site. “If 
the agreement does what it says it does and it’s enforceable, then it 
would be a good thing,” says Leffingwell. Without an agreement, he says, 
once the landfill runs out of space in 2012, it could convert to a trash- 
transfer station - a process requiring only administrative approval from 
the notoriously lax Texas Commission on Environmental Quality - 
“which could operate indefinitely.” As for the nature of the agreement, “It 
is my understanding that [the legal department] had some legal basis 
for proceeding like they did,” says Leffingwell, pointing to wiggle room in 
the 2007 resolution (the “as filed” language). “I don’t want to be on the 
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record as saying this was done improperly, 
because I don’t know yet,” he surmises. “I 
assume that the council will get a full briefing on 
this agreement at the next possible meeting.” 

At press time, the Solid Waste Advisory Commission was con- 
sidering a resolution against the agreement. (Between this debacle 
and the city abandoning a million dollars’ worth of plans for a recy- 
cling facility and shipping its recyclables out of town, it’s an interest- 
ing time to be on the SWAC.) Commissioner Rick Cofer has led the 
fight against the expansion; he sees the city’s chances to derail 
Sunset Farm’s expansion request to the TCEQ - the conflict over 
which the city agreement centers - as winnable. He also sees the 
new agreement’s enforcement clause as weak and doubts the agree- 
ment’s legality. Moreover, he’s disturbed that major decision and pol- 
icy shifts at the city are being performed in such an anonymous, 
bureaucratic fashion. “I don’t know if it was legal or not,” says Cofer. 
“But it was wrong. This is no way to govern this city.” 

You’d think after similar failures - like council approving changes 
at the city jail without seeing a contract, getting the city into the 
forced blood-draw business - city staff would be more mindful of the 
need for transparency and public input. But you’d be wrong. If this 
doesn’t wake up Marc Ott and company, what will?

Gomez and John Trevino) should have the 
decency to resign and let somebody with a 
spine take his or her place. 

Eyes at the Capitol 

Thank God neither Martinez nor Watson 
swallowed the company line, and with the 
indispensable help of these “outsiders” (and 
at least the public support of a few oth- 
ers), a deal got done. Several sources close 
to the negotiations say progress was being 
made by midday Friday, and a deal was near, 
when StarTran’s Terry Garcia Crews returned 
from a break suddenly intransigent - you 
can guess what happened in the meantime. 
Lee Leffingwell, standing in for Martinez 
(readying to be married Saturday and now 
on his honeymoon), transmitted the request 
to Watson, who arrived as a mediator and 
made it clear to both sides that an agreement 
would be reached that night. 

Watson is reluctant to speak in detail on the 
record, saying his role as mediator requires 
him to stand to one side. He did say that in 
such circumstances, the two sides are often 
locked into “talking past each other,” and he 
sees his role as helping them back to direct 
communication. For the record, he told me: 
“I thought the union did a good job of try- 
ing to figure out how to get to the end. I was 
pleased to get the opportunity to come in and 
help clarify positions and help set some goals 
that led to the conclusion. But ultimately, my 
hat is off to the union for doing a good job 
getting to where they needed to get.” 

It’s also clear that Watson’s position at the 
Legislature was not lost on the two parties, 
especially management. Capital Metro is a 
creation of the Lege, and if the agency cannot 
keep its own house in order, it’s entirely 
appropriate for the state to step in and sort 
things out - it might begin next year with an 
independent audit. It’s probably too much to 
wish that one fine day Texas would come to 
its senses and support collective bargaining at 
state agencies, since the current law forbidding 
it is nothing more than a take-it-or-leave-it 


management bludgeon. That law enabled the 
union-busting foot-dragging by Cap Metro over 
the last 18 months, saving it wage money 
while the workers waited for a resolution. 

Leadership Vacuum 

The transit workers union is hardly an 
intimidating labor behemoth. It is a small 
group of working men and women trying 
to keep their heads above water, paycheck 
to paycheck, and in their dogged solidarity 
fighting for all the rest of us who work for a 
living. The $1,200 in back “bonus” they won 
- to make up for a year of lost buying power 
without a raise - will pay for some plumbing 
or car repairs, fix the roof, or maybe seed the 
kids’ college fund, while Cap Metro doesn’t 
have to calculate it into future, less-than- 
cost-of-living raises. In return, the agency 
gets to continue spending multimillions on 
elaborate, heavily taxpayer-subsidized sub- 
urban rail plans, from which it has brazenly 
attempted to exclude unionized workers. In 
that context, why should an Austinite give 
one damn (or future vote) for their commuter 
rail? And meanwhile, as the livelihoods and 
daily transportation of mostly Austin citizens 
are threatened by union-busting manage- 
ment, a board comprising mainly elected 
public officials wants to look the other way. 

This nonsense has to stop. Wyatt and 
the union are to be congratulated both for 
bravely striking and then for coming to 
agreement in a suddenly difficult economic 
time; management can be credited for finally, 
under duress, seeing the light. We can thank 
Martinez (and McCracken, Leffingwell, and 
the others) for speaking up for the workers 
and the public. And we should applaud Wat- 
son for intervening directly when it appeared 
the whole process might founder. 

I wish I could say a kind word for the rest 
of the Cap Metro board, which distinguished 
itself largely by hiding under the table. If 
that’s what they consider leadership, they 
should crawl out from their hidey-holes and 
get the hell out of the way. ■

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Election Wrap Building a New House? 


A quick reminder: On Nov. 4, the Texas 
Democratic Party didn’t take the state 
Legislature. The Republicans still hold both 
chambers, the House narrowly, 76-74, and a 
much stronger Senate majority of 18-12 (with 
Senate District 17 going to a run-off). But 
heading into next year’s legislative session, 
House Democrats feel like they’ve got some 
power again. “Last session, we were running 
the policy debate with 69 seats,” said House 
Democratic Caucus Chair Jim Dunnam. “With 
74, we’re going to get a lot more done.” 

Out of seven major targeted seats, Dems 
took four, plus the bonus pickups of Kristi 
Thibaut in Harris Co. and Robert Miklos in 
Dallas Co. While three GOP gains reduced 
the net Dem increase to three seats, Demo- 
crats have noticed the number of moderate 
Republicans and speaker hopefuls such as 
Rep. Jim Keffer, R-Eastland, calling for a 
bipartisan approach as the tide turns. With 
68 Democrats already agreeing to vote 
against Speaker Tom Craddick, Dunnam 
said he believes there are 40 Republicans 
willing to reach readily across the aisle. He 
has a simple explanation for the shift: 
“Leadership. We cut a 26-seat margin to 
none, and it was the heavy hand of Craddick 
that did it.” 


According to Texas Democratic Party com- 
munications director Hector Nieto, the elec- 
tion results are a clear warning to Republic- 
ans: Work from the center again, or see 
three straight elections with Democrat gains 
become four in 2010. “If Republicans want 
to dig in, I’m fine with that, and I’ll hit them 
at every opportunity,” said Nieto. “It’s clear 
that Texans don’t want extreme left-wing or 
extreme right-wing leadership.” 

The question now is whether an increas- 
ingly urban and suburban Texas will favor 
Democrats long-term. Take HD 17, Democrat 
Robby Cook’s vacated Eagle Lake seat which 
switched to Republican Tim Kleinschmidt, 
who saw off Democrat Donnie Dippel com- 
fortably, 54%-43% (Libertarian Alan W. Dues- 
terhoft picked up the remaining 3%) - but 
there’s a snag. Last presidential election, 
every county in HD 17 went Republican. In 
2004, Bush-Cheney took Bastrop County 
57%-42%. In 2008, it went for McCain-Palin 
but by a narrower margin (53%-45%), while 
the district’s other counties (Burleson, Colo- 
rado, Fayette, Lee, and part of Brazos) broke 
by about two-to-one for McCain. “I’m not sur- 
prised,” said Travis County Coordinated 
Campaign Communications Director Matt 
Glazer. The difference, he explained, is that 


Bastrop is increasingly in the commuter belt 
for Austin. “Bastrop is trending towards being 
Democrat because of a very large African- 
American community,” he added. 

Democrats are also analyzing Travis County, 
especially the hard-fought HD 47. Freshman 
Rep. Valinda Bolton held her seat and rose 
from 50% in 2006 ’s three-way race to 51% in 
a straight fight with GOP candidate Donna 
Keel in 2008. On election night, initial con- 
cerns faded as her campaign staff realized 
that, even after being painted as ultraliberal 
(as one campaign pro described it, an east- 
ern Travis-style Democrat running in western 
Travis), she had still held arguably the coun- 
ty’s most conservative district. “You have to 
remember that Valinda’s seat is a GOP-drawn 
seat,” Glazer said. 

So now Democrats build their 81st session 
agenda. Nov. 10 was the opening date to prefile 
bills and so, with an eye toward the 2011 redis- 
tricting and avoiding the catastrophic gerryman- 
dering of 2001, Rep. Mark Strama, D-Austin, 
filed House Joint Resolution 19, proposing a 
truly independent Texas Redistricting 
Commission. And while Dunnam warns that 
“you can’t judge a session from prefiling,” 
Democrats are following up on their election 
pledge of tackling “pocketbook issues,” includ- 
ing one normally seen as a Republican strong 
suit: home ownership. Multiple bills relating to 
insurance regulation and rates - a major 
issue post-Hurricane Ike - have been filed, while 
there’s also a strong chorus for a house “lemon 
law.” Bolton has said she will work on water 
supply legislation, an increasingly urgent issue 
as Texas’ population swells (see “Drying on the 
Vine,” p.30). “It’s the rock star that slogs it out 
in the trenches for 20 years and suddenly 
becomes a celebrity,” she said. 

Dunnam is optimistic that party unity will 
sustain this kind of legislation and was encour- 
aged by the House Democratic caucus meet- 
ing on Nov. 5. “We entered the room united 
and left even more united,” he said. Sixty-eight 
of the 74 reps attended: Dunnam has since 
spoken to three of the absentees and is wait- 
ing for the others to return his calls. He thor- 
oughly rejects the idea that former Craddick 
Ds will be exiles in their own party. “Check 
with Patrick Rose or Eddie Lucio and 
Norma Chavez. They’ve never been threat- 
ened; they’ve never been subject to retalia- 
tion,” he said. “We haven’t fought Craddick 
hard just so we can turn around and do the 
same things that he did.” - Richard Whittaker 


Let the Race Begin 

Will Tom Craddick be House speaker for the 81st session? He’s filed his paperwork to run 
again, but after a disastrous session and the election losses of several close allies, reps are 
lining up to oust him. According to the Texas Ethics Commission, as of Nov. 10, nine candi- 
dates had officially filed to run. Four Republicans (including Craddick) and five Democrats were 
in, but no consensus candidate has emerged. (There’s still time: The vote won’t come until 
the first day of the session, Jan. 13.) The decision may rest with the Craddick Ds - the 14 
Dems who voted for him last session. While most have publicly broken with him since, 
Craddick has also made a gain: returning conservative Democrat Al Edwards, who got his old 
HD 146 seat back from one-termer Borris Miles during the primaries. Meanwhile, Craddick 
loyalist Kino Flores, D-Palmview, has other concerns: The House Licensing and Administration 
Committee chairman is being investigated by the Travis Co. district attorney over claims he 
illegally received free flights from racetrack owners. - R.W.

Libertarians Can’t 
Lose for Losing 

The Libertarian Party of Texas came 
into the 2008 elections hoping to play king- 
maker, but Executive Director Wes 
Benedict had another ambition. “I want to 
wipe the Republicans off the Travis County 
map,” he said last January (see “The 
March Primaries and After: The Filing 
Report,” Jan. 11). Benedict didn’t achieve 
his dream; there’s still Precinct 2 Justice of 
the Peace Barbara Bembry - up for re- 
election in 2010, she’s the only elected 
Republican official left in Travis Co. He 
didn’t manage a single Libertarian win, 
either. But he did see signs of near-victory. 

Two Travis Co. Republicans lost their 
seats to Democrats who polled less than 
50% of the vote: Precinct 3 County 
Commissioner Gerald Daugherty to 
Karen Huber and Precinct 2 Constable 
Bob Vann to Adan Ballesteros. “I hate to 
gloat, but I’ve been gloating about that,” 
said Benedict, who says the 5% Libertarian 
turnout in those races made the difference. 

There were statewide achievements, as 
well. Court of Criminal Appeals Place 9 
candidate William B. Strange became the 
first state Libertarian to break the million 
vote barrier (by 41,499 votes). There were 
steps in party-building, with the biggest 
slate of candidates ever (173 statewide) 
and its biggest fundraising success 
(“$121,000, which I know is peanuts, but 
we get a lot of votes for our numbers,” said 
Benedict). But the biggest win? By taking 
more than 5% of the vote, the LPT has 
ensured that elusive prize for third parties 
- ballot access in 2010. 

This was Benedict’s last election as an 
LPT office-holder: He has applied to 
become executive director of the national 
party, based in D.C., and failing that will go 
back into private business. Yet there’s still 
work to be done. “The excitement’s over,” 
he said, “but there’s still all these yard 
signs to clean up. I’m as busy as ever.”

That’s 4-7-7-V-O-T-E. This is 
one tough grandma, Carole Keeton Strayhorn. Please make sure you vote tomorrow. 
Thank ya so much!” 

De nada, CKRMS. As for those campaign funds, that’s yet another question. As Wells 
Dunbar reported in “City Hall Hustle,” Sept. 26, Strayhorn ’s “political action committee, 
Friends of Carole Keeton Strayhorn, has more than $100,000 in contributions, a formi- 
dable war chest for a local race.” But that same week, City Council enacted a new cam- 
paign finance ordinance, prohibiting the “reuse of funds raised elsewhere for a city elec- 
tion.” Council Member Mike Martinez acknowledged that Strayhorn’s potential plans did 
come up in the council discussion, but the primary purpose was “to make sure we tight- 
ened up every loophole we could.” 

Looks like Grandma found another one - you can spend at least some of that money 
not running for mayor and just doing your civic duty.

Otherwise Like-Minded 
Voters Split on Prop. 2 

The most notable feature of the 
Proposition 2 vote was the closeness. 

Overall, the “nays” only took 52% - a margin 
of just 10,164 votes out of more than a 
quarter-million cast. It seemed that any 
group of politically minded Austinites that 
got together before Election Day, even if they 
normally fell on the same side of the politi- 
cal coin, had a split opinion on this one. 

In reviewing the precinct-by-precinct results, 
it was striking how, rather than the normal 
geographic splits common in other races, this 
one had a plethora of evenly split neighbor- 
hoods. We decided to reflect this split opinion 
with an unusual take in this map: Rather than 
showing a straight up or down decision for 
each precinct, we painted the close ones 
(those where the totals ranged from 48.00% 
to 52.00%) all in one color. For the rest, we 
showed our more common shadings of weakly 
(52.01%-55.00%) or strongly (more than 55%) 
supportive or against. 

A surprising 55 precincts fell into the 
“even” category, and with no real geographic 
uniformity. Ultimately, Prop. 2’s biggest prob- 
lem was that it came out behind in raw num- 
ber of precincts that favored it. Thirty-nine 
were weakly supportive, and a mere 19 were 
strongly in favor - and many of the latter were 
precincts that didn’t yield a lot of votes. On 
the flip side, 31 were weakly against, and 57 
came out strongly against. - Lee Nichols

2’s strongest precincts, the mar- 
gin was often modest, but in its weakest ones, Prop. 2 
was beaten more soundly.

In the 10 
precincts where it gave up the most votes, it lost by 
4,868 votes and a better than 61%-39% margin.

While the rest of the country surfed the wild sea change courtesy 
of last week’s historic victories of Barack Obama and the Democratic 
Party, the nation’s GLBT community felt the familiar chill of being cast 
adrift. The passage of anti-gay marriage propositions - Proposition 8 
in California, Prop. 102 in Arizona, and Prop. 2 in Florida - and an 
anti-gay-adoption measure in Arkansas harshed many a gay mellow on 
election night. 

The election was an especially hard blow to California, which came 
much closer to defeating the proposition in this election than it did in 
2000 for the similarly anti-gay Proposition 22, which won by 61.4% to 
38.6%. Prop. 22, of course, was invalidated by a May 2008 court 
decision, which found that the measure violated the state constitu- 
tion, leading to the “legalization” of same-sex marriage in California. 
According to a UCLA study, more than 18,000 same-sex couples have 
wed since the landmark decision, although the legal status of the 
marriages is now uncertain. 

Both sides of the issue poured more than $35 million into their cam- 
paigns, evangelizing far beyond the state’s borders for financial sup- 
port. The proponents made great use of the social networking potential 
of church communities - much of their victory is credited to last-minute 
Mormon and Catholic collaborations - and also tapped into the reli- 
gious segment of the wide African-American voter turnout for Obama. 

Closer to home, Texans lent support to both campaigns, with the 
yes on Prop. 8 side garnering 20 contributions from Austin donors 
who kicked in a combined $137,290. The no on Prop. 8 side attract- 
ed 127 Austin contributions for a total of $142,895. Local donors 
included Dell marketing manager Spencer Wheelwright, who made 
two contributions totaling $25,200 in support of Prop. 8, and the 
political action committee of Apple Inc.’s Austin office, which contrib- 
uted $100,000 to the anti-Prop. 8 campaign. Also of note, Austin resi- 
dent and L.A. Dodgers player Jeff Kent gave $15,000 to the pro-Prop. 
8 campaign. The San Francisco Chronicle has posted a searchable 
database of contributors, culled from data available through the 
California Secretary of State’s Office, at www.sfgate.com/webdb/prop8. 

The impact of these measures has been felt since Election Day: 
Gay marriage licenses are no longer an option, lawsuits have been 
brought, and a steady stream of protest has been growing across 
the country. Initially, the NoOnProp8.com website listed all of 
these gatherings, but its calendar ceased listing events after Nov. 
9. Since then, an independent online social networking effort 
called Join the Impact has gone viral (logging more than 1 million 
hits since its launch last Friday) and spawned grassroots move- 
ments all over the country. On Saturday, Nov. 15, the Central Texas 
component of its first call for national protest will be held at 
12:30pm at Austin City Hall, coinciding with actions at city halls 
around the country.

Harris County’s 
New Favorite Color 

Of all the Texas Democrats excited 
about this year’s election, none was more 
worked up than those of Harris Co. After 
years of being dominated by Republicans, 
Harris - much as Dallas Co. did in 2006 - 
finally turned blue. As The Texas Observer 
recently noted, it’s a big comeback from 
1994, when Republicans swept every 
county administrative and judicial office, 
and 2003, when the Tom DeLay redistrict- 
ing plan knocked out several Dem con- 
gressmen. With Obama taking more than 
50% at the top of the ballot, Dems were 
the top vote-getters in 72 of 106 races in 
Harris, and of straight-party voters, 53% 
punched Democrat. The hardest-fought vic- 
tories were the district court races, where 
Dems took 21 of 25 seats, with no Dem 
doing better than 52% and no Republican 
doing better than 51% - the narrowest 
being the 165th District, where Democrat 
Josefina Muniz Rendon edged 
Republican Elizabeth Ray with 50.01% of 
the vote, winning by 135 ballots out of 
more than 1.1 million cast.

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Even More Popular Than Obama 

Voters turned out in record numbers for a certain plant

The election of Barack Obama as presi- 
dent means the end is near for John 
Walters, the head of the White House 
Office of National Drug Control Policy 

who was appointed the nation’s drug czar 
by President George W. Bush in 2002. And, 
really, it couldn’t come a moment too soon 
for Walters, whose war on pot has been vig- 
orous but unsuccessful. Indeed, despite his 
office’s attempts to demonize the evil weed, 
voters continue to back pot-law reform 
measures in record numbers. 

In Massachusetts, voters on Nov. 4 
approved a statewide measure eliminating 
criminal penalties for adult possession of 
up to an ounce of marijuana and creating, 
at most, a $100 fine. Meanwhile, Michigan 
became the 13th state to approve medical 
marijuana use by seriously i 
patients and the first Midwestern 
state to approve medi-mari leg- 
islation. Indeed, in those two 
blue states, the pot-law 
reform measures gathered 
more votes than Obama. 

Voters in Massachusetts 
approved the decrim measure 
with 65% of the vote, while 
Obama snagged 62%; in 
Michigan, 63% of voters cast their 
ballots for the medi-mari law, compared to 
57% for Obama. 

These victories send the message that 
pot-law reform is not a fringe issue - and 
doesn’t have to be a dicey one for politi- 
cians, who chronically cringe at the possibili- 
ty of being branded as soft on drugs, says 
Bruce Mirken, communications director for 
the Marijuana Policy Project, which 
backed the winning initiatives. “The bigger 
message is ... that by and large the voters 
get it,” he said. Walters has waged the 
“most intense anti-marijuana campaign 
since Reefer Madness,” he continued, “and 
voters in both Massachusetts and Michigan 
rejected that garbage out of hand.” (Walters 
tried to convince voters otherwise, stumping 
against the Michigan ballot measure with 
taxpayer dimes.) Indeed, with the win in 
Michigan, 25% of Americans now live in 
states with medi-pot laws on the books.

“There’s a moment of opportunity here,” 
Mirken says, to reclaim a rational approach 
to drug policy. “I don’t think Obama will stick 
his neck out politically on this, but it is evi- 
dent [from the victories in Michigan and 
Massachusetts] that sane reforms don’t 
require that you stick your neck out very far.” 

While pot-law reform measures showed 
well on Election Day (in addition to the 
statewide wins, several communities - 
including Fayetteville, Ark., and Hawaii Co., 
Hawaii - approved measures directing 
police to consider enforcement of adult pot 
possession their lowest policing priority), 
more sweeping reforms didn’t do as well. In 
California, voters rejected the so-called 
Nonviolent Offender Rehabilitation Act, 
which would have designated $460 million 
to expand drug treatment and prison 
diversion efforts. The measure 
was backed by medical and 
treatment professionals but 
was apparently outgunned by 
foes, including Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and Dem 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein. “It’s 
a threat to our neighbor- 
hoods,” Schwarzenegger told 
reporters, adding that it was writ- 
ten by those (like the Children’s 
Defense Fund and the California 
Federation of Teachers, apparently) “who 
care more about the rights of criminals.” It 
was defeated with 61% of the vote. 

“Today we saw special interests overpow- 
er the public interest,” said Yes on 5 cam- 
paign spokeswoman Margaret Dooley- 
Sammuli. Still, it wasn’t all despair in the 
Golden State. By the same margin, voters 
also rejected the Safe Neighborhoods Act, 
which would have directed more than $900 
million each year to law enforcement, creat- 
ed new criminal statutes, provided for longer 
prison terms, and required the expulsion 
from public housing of anyone convicted of a 
drug offense - because, clearly, making it 
harder for people to find a place to live is a 
brilliant way to make neighborhoods safer 
and break the cycle of crime. Fortunately, 
California voters weren’t buying it. ■

NO KLRU2 for YOU! 

In a move sure to irritate public broadcasting fans, Time 
Warner Cable last week dumped KLRU2 from Channel 20 on 
its lineup. The sister channel to KLRU is still available on 
Channel 255 for anyone paying for Time Warner’s digital ser- 
vice. The move was made to free bandwidth for more HD channels, according to Stacy Schmitt, 
Time Warner vice president of public affairs. “We’re providing our customers with what they want, 
and that is more high-definition channels,” she said. Cable companies around the country are 
migrating channels to their digital tiers, a strategy widely interpreted by consumer advocates as an 
attempt to prod people toward high-end services. KLRU2, which is exclusive to Time Warner, gener- 
ally broadcasts repeats of programs that aired on KLRU, as well as a few national shows. For view- 
ers, it primarily provides an opportunity to catch shows easily missed in the lineup of the main 
channel. KLRU General Manager Bill Stotesbery says he is “disappointed” by Time Warner’s deci- 
sion. He first learned about it when a staffer read about it on Time Warner’s website. - Kevin Brass

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projects on the table now. We’re falling so far behind other 
cities - even those our size.” 

“The theory goes that if bicycles and motor vehicles follow 
the same rules, we’ll have fewer incidents where the two con- 
flict,” South said. “Overall, patience and calmness are key to 
arriving at your destination.” While APD wasn’t able to supply 
documentation of the increased complaints and accidents 
that prompted the bike crackdown, it’s likely that the rise in 
unlawful cycling can be tied simply to this year’s widely 
observed rise in the number of folks bicycling for transporta- 
tion. Bike transportation boosters hope the growing ranks of 
cyclists will not only educate themselves but become involved 
in related political processes, such as the ongoing update of 
the city’s 12-year-old bike plan, which includes long-sought- 
after bike facilities such as off-street bikeways and more car- 
free bike lanes. While the likelihood of such improvements 
remains uncertain, there is one thing that’s guaranteed: If 
you break the law in front of APD, you’re getting busted.

APD vs. Cyclists Freewheeling Days Are Over 


If you’re planning on pedal-pushing your way through 
Downtown, watch out. The Austin Police Department has 

its eyes peeled for scoff I aw bicyclists who don’t bother to fol- 
low traffic laws. Cops confirm they’ve been cracking down on 
cyclists since August, based on a purported increase in citi- 
zen complaints, violations observed by officers, and bike- 
related accidents. Meanwhile, reports of mass-ticketing and 
heightened police scrutiny have been circulating the bike 
community’s online watering holes, where bike advocates 
argue that singling out cyclists is unjust when drivers are just 
as likely to make poor decisions as bicyclists. 

“This is one of many initiatives conducted by the Downtown- 
area command to make the area safer,” said APD Lt. Patrick 
South. Officers are looking for common bike violations, said 
South, as well as those that have been prompting the most 
complaints and causing public safety concerns for bicyclists, 
motorists, and pedestrians. Those violations include running 
red lights and stop signs, crossing the wrong way into traffic, 
and riding on sidewalks. APD has received complaints from 
large businesses, community leaders, citizens, and workers 
Downtown, he said. “The intent isn’t to issue a ticket; the 
intent is to gain compliance to the traffic codes we’re trying to 
enforce,” South said. “If we need to issue a citation to a 
repeat offender, we’ll do so, but ordinarily on the first offense, 
we’ll try to give a warning. ... If we can avoid one severe vehi- 
cle collision with this effort, then I feel it’s a success.” 

Levels of cycling experience and education differ widely in 
Austin, as do attitudes on how cyclists should behave in auto- 
dominated traffic. The League of American Bicyclists certi- 
fies instructors to teach people how to ride in traffic. Any 
league-certified teacher will tell cyclists to follow the same 
traffic laws as cars, ride as far to the right as is safe, use 
front and rear lights, and never do anything to make a motorist 
slam on the brakes. “Bicyclists fair best when they act and 
are treated as drivers of vehicles,” said LAB Education Director 
W. Preston Tyree. However, many otherwise law-abiding riders 
openly justify treating red lights like stop signs because sen- 
sors that trigger the lights to change cannot detect bikes. 
Others argue that if no one’s around, it’s okay to treat stop 
signs like yield signs to conserve momentum. This practice is 
lawful in Idaho and Montana, and legislatures in both California 
and Oregon have considered similar stop-and-roll laws. 

Regardless of the rules, there are also cyclists who simply 
don’t know how or where they’re supposed to ride, in addition 
to those who treat biking like an all-out, anarchistic urban rally. 
Meanwhile, the burgeoning popularity of fixed-gear bikes (or 
fixies) and their contribution to complaints of lawlessness have 
been hotly debated within the cycling community. Fixie riders 
can’t stop pedaling while their wheels are in motion, making 
them more likely to roll through traffic lights and stop signs. 
These bikes were designed for track racing and are character- 


ized by their inability to coast and the way 
their pedals are fixed to the wheels via the 
chain. The racing versions have no brakes, 
and it’s fairly common to see brakeless fix- 
ies on the street, another controversial topic. 

Fixies have become wildly popular within 
major cities nationwide, including Austin. 

South said he was unaware of fixed-gear 
bikes and that APD doesn’t discriminate 
based on the type of bicycle being ridden. 

“While operating a bicycle in a public 
roadway, you are required to follow all Texas 
motor-vehicle laws,” he said, noting that the 
majority of Downtown lights are on timed 
cycles, so bikers needn’t worry about per- 
petually waiting at a deserted traffic light. 

Since August, APD has been able to obtain 
a level of compliance within the biking com- 
munity without having to issue many cita- 
tions, he said, adding that “the officer will 
view the totality of each situation.” Still, 
cycling advocates say that valuable resourc- 
es such as public education, creative policy- 
making (such as stop-and-roll laws), and 
better bike facilities could go a lot further. 

According to records obtained from the 
Austin Municipal Court, a total of 108 cita- 
tions have been issued to bicyclists city- 
wide since the beginning of August. They 
show fines ranging from $10 to $275, averaging about $175. 
Two cyclists were arrested in July, one in August, and another 
at the Critical Mass group ride in October. So far, busted 
cyclists aren’t claiming bogus charges or harassment, though 
a handful have reported officers’ confusion about how to cite 
them as a bicyclist and inconsistent policies in the courts 
relating to whether bike tickets affect one’s driving record. 

Rob D’Amico, president of local transportation-cycling 
advocacy group League of Bicycling Voters, said part of 
the problem is that “cyclists have been marginalized for so 
long that they don’t feel they’re part of the transportation 
system and therefore don’t always follow the rules.” It’s 
unfair to target bikes until they’re fully integrated into the 
transportation mix, he said. He recommends that all 
cyclists educate themselves on safe riding, consider taking 
a safety course such as the Road 1 class offered by the 
Austin Cycling Association (www.austincycling.org), follow 
all traffic laws, and watch to ensure that motorists do, too. 
D’Amico - who has served on the Street Smarts Task 
Force, which advises the city on promoting biking as a 
mainstream transit mode - said the city “needs to get 
some of the recommended big signature-level bike facility

One great city service is 311 - the all-pur- 
pose phone number that connects citizens to 
all things city of Austin: nonemergency help, 
information, service requests, and staff in all 
departments. So this reporter was irked to 
discover, after switching to AT&T’s new heavi- 
ly marketed U-verse digital phone service, 
that 311 no longer worked. That added frus- 
tration to another pet peeve: I haven’t been 
able to view Channel 6, which televises City 
Council sessions and other meetings, since 
switching television service to AT&T. What’s 
the good of a multimillion-dollar civic invest- 
ment in “transparency” if corporate service 
providers don’t support the services? 

Inquiries revealed that the city staff was 
unaware of the U-verse problem - but 
they’ve since hopped on it. City spokeswom- 
an Leslie Schneiweiss said the city is 
“actively engaging AT&T to see if they will 
consider providing 311 services to U-verse 
customers.” The city’s chief financial officer, 
Leslie Browder, who oversees the Commun- 
ications and Technology Management Depart- 
ment, said all of the major service providers 
in the Austin area support 311 access, 
except AT&T U-verse. (Time Warner had a 
problem at one point but easily fixed it.) 

AT&T spokesman Kerry Hibbs noted that 
“supporting 311 will require significant invest- 


ment and engineering effort.” He also said: 
“AT&T is in full compliance from a regulatory 
and legal standpoint regarding 311 service. At 
present, there is no regulatory obligation to 
support ‘Nil’ services other than 711 and 
911.” But what about being a good corporate 
citizen and supporting 311 because it’s the 
right thing to do for the city and the communi- 
ty? “We are looking at it and hope to provide 
311. We definitely hope to be a good corpo- 
rate citizen,” said Hibbs. “We’ll get there.” 

Asked about the problem with Channel 6, 
Hibbs politely pointed the finger back at 
City Hall: “We’ve been working with city offi- 
cials for about a year on this issue. No 
schedule has been determined yet. It will 
depend largely on when the city obtains the 
funding required to purchase equipment 
necessary for PEG [public education govern- 
ment] programming. That’s a budget ques- 
tion best directed toward city officials.” And 
good for another 311 call. 

Meanwhile, U-verse subscribers with 
municipal questions and service requests 
can call the city’s main phone number, 
974-2000. Those who don’t get Channel 6 
on TV can watch it online - if they have 
Internet access. For more info, visit the 311 
and Channel 6 pages at www.cityofaustin.org.

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Proposed Southwest School 
Boundaries Spark Concerns 


The Austin Independent School District’s 
new Southwest middle school is on track to 
open next year. It has a principal - former 
Bowie High assistant principal Vickie Gaudin 
Bauerle - and AISD’s board of trustees 
plans to announce the campus name on 
Dec. 8. But the big question of which chil- 
dren will go there is causing tensions 
between neighborhoods. 

In May, the district formulated the Facility 
Use and Boundary Task Force, a volunteer 
committee intended to draw up the new 
school’s attendance-zone boundaries. On Oct. 
7, the task force presented a draft plan, 
which carved sections out of the current 
boundaries for Small and Bailey mid- 
dle schools, taking Clayton, Kiker, 
and about 75% of Mills elementa- 
ries within its borders. Bailey, in 
turn, would take on small tracts 
from Covington and Paredes to 
bolster its enrollment numbers. 

This would leave Bailey and Small 
(each with about 1,100 capacity) and 
the new middle school (proposed for 
1,150 students) at around 70% of capacity, 
relieving overcrowding, providing space for 
growth, and still keeping each school big 
enough to provide the all-important electives. 
According to Joe Silva, AISD’s assistant direc- 
tor of planning services, the draft boundary 
map is a starting point to discuss “what’s 
best for all the middle schools in the area, 
not just the new one.” 

But even with the public process, debate 
has flared up around the new boundaries. 

“All three schools - Kiker, Mills, and Clayton 
- would like to flow in whole,” said Silva, “but 
that’s just not possible, because [the new 
middle school] would be at capacity on the 
day it opened.” The current proposal slices a 
27-street chunk of the Mills attendance zone 
out of the new middle school zone. This 
means when students from these neighbor- 
hood blocks leave fifth grade, they’ll head to 
Small while most of their classmates will go 
to the new middle school. 

According to Frank Simonetti, who serves 
as the task force’s geographic member for 


Mills Elementary, that’s difficult for local 
families to accept. He explained: “Every 
school has its own culture, but at Mills we’re 
a really tight community, and we’ve had to 
work really hard to get our school exemplary. 
Everyone has stepped up, and that’s brought 
the school closer together.” 

Mills PTA secretary Judy Bienvenu has a 
fourth-grader and a first-grader in Mills. The 
students are also members of the local scout 


Simonetti hopes further discussion will 
resolve the kinks and that all three elementa- 
ries can remain whole when they move up to 
middle school. The proposed boundaries 
were drawn up using last year’s student pop- 
ulation projections, and new numbers, due on 
Dec. 11, could shift. A slowing economy may 
slow development, meaning the district could 
drop its five-year enrollment projections. Plus, 
he noted, the neighboring middle schools are 
still high quality. “My personal belief is that if 
we look at the best thing for the kids as a 
whole, the kids from Travis Country [subdivi- 
sion] should go to Small,” he added. 

Both Bienvenu and Simonetti believe the pro- 
cess exposed underlying fears 
in the Mills community that the 
families’ voices are drowned out 
by the nearby Circle C and Travis 
Country developments, as they 
were in the site selection of a 
Southwest Austin H-E-B and in 
the repurposing of Porter 
Middle as the Ann Richards 
School for Young Women 
Leaders (see “Who Killed Porter 
Middle School?” March 10, 
2006). Had Porter been left 
open, there wouldn’t be a need 
to build a new Southwest mid- 
dle school so quickly, which crit- 
ics say encourages more 
sprawl. Bienvenu is frustrated 
that the district places so much 
emphasis on planned develop- 
ments, not current students. 
“From our viewpoint,” she said, 
“we can’t see why you wouldn’t 
give priority to a community that 
already exists.” 

Silva calls the map a work-in-prog- 
ress. “Proposition 1 is a compilation of the 
proposals that came in, and even that is a 
work-in-progress,” Silva said, referring to last 
week’s voter approval of a property-tax 
increase for education funding. He also 
expects that the trustees - who will make the 
final decision in January after additional task 
force consultations and public hearings - will 
take parents’ concerns to heart. “It’s easy to 
get lost in saying, ‘It’s just five students here 
and 50 students there,’ but the task force 
always remembers they’re talking about some- 
body’s family.” - Richard Whittaker 


LAST GOODBYE 
TO AQUARENA 
SPRINGS 

Texas State University - or 

“Southwest Texas” to most alumni who 
fondly remember the San Marcos campus 
- plans to tear down the last vestiges of 
Aquarena Springs, a wondrous resort 
hotel and theme park in its preinterstate 
heyday, a well-known mainstay of the San 
Marcos economy for decades, and the 
home of the infamous and lovable Ralph 
the Swimming Pig. The university plans 
to remove all of that development and 
return the springs to a much more natural 
state over the next few years. 

If you attended Southwest Texas in the 
1960s, Seventies, or Eighties, you knew 
Aquarena Springs, either as a summer job 
or as the main tourist attraction in a town 
that would inevitably wane in the shadows 
of Austin’s University of Texas campus. 
Helen Ginger, who attended Southwest 
Texas for her degree in English and speech 
communications in the early 1970s, swam 
as an aqua maid in the resort’s synchro- 
nized swim shows for three years. The 
Lockhart native was never sick the entire 
time, she says, even though she swam 
year-round (Aquarena advertised that it 
was open “every day but Christmas!”). “I 
always attributed it to being in and out of 
the cold water - and the warming rooms,” 
said Ginger, who still remembers those 
hours in the submarine tank in her famous 
mermaid costume. “The mermaid tails 
weren’t easy to swim in. The material was 
quite buoyant. If you didn’t keep moving, 
your feet would rise, and you’d find your- 
self floating to the surface, feet first.” 

Aquarena Springs, at the headwaters of 
the San Marcos River, belongs to an era 
where a day trip was a family treat, Dairy 
Queens were plentiful, and the best family 
entertainment was the drive-in movie on 
Saturday night. The story never changed 
much at Aquarena. There was always the 
wonder of the glass-bottomed boats and 
entertainment from Ralph the Swimming 
Pig - typically one young piglet, with two or 
three cousins behind the scenes - accom-

guide 
troops, 
and she says 
these types of 
community-based 
activities point to what 
the district is missing. The 
Mills community is defined by 
the Mills attendance zone, she said, “and 
everything we do, we’ve aligned with our new 
community.” Splitting a small neighborhood like 
Mills - especially one within walking distance 
of the new middle school - doesn’t make 
sense to her. She also doesn’t understand the 
blow that would come from separating the kids 
to bolster Small’s numbers. “There’s no way 
that 15 fifth-graders can uphold the standards 
that Small achieves,” she said, adding that 
Mills families aren’t wedded to going to either 
the new middle or Small. “Our goal is to stay 
together as a community.” 
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panied by synchronized swimmers and 
underwater picnics. Those shows always 
included Glurpo, the head witch doctor, and 
Bublio, his somewhat bumbling assistant. 

Steven James Rainey, now a professor 
at McNeese State University in Louisiana, 
played both Glurpo and Bublio in the late 
1970s. He remembers his witch doctor “wig” 
as a bathing cap with black yarn stitched to 
it. It was fun during the summer months but 
hell during the winter, he recalls, when the 
crowds were much smaller at the Springs. 
Unlike Ginger, Rainey’s health didn’t take to 
the year-round swimming. “I remember having 
a cough all winter because I had to perform 
shows in freezing rain when it was in the 
lower 30s, even if there were only two people 
in the audience,” he said. “I used to go to 
classes and Phi Psi parties with a bottle of 
cough medicine in my pocket to suppress the 
constant coughing.” 

Eventually, the corny costumes at the family- 
run resort were replaced by scuba gear, and 
the paving of the interstate passed Aquarena 
Springs by. When Texas State bought the 
resort in 1994, Aquarena was well past its 
heyday but still trying to relive the popularity 
of its youth. Ronald Coley, director of the 
Aquarena Center, says that the university’s 
initial plan was to use the theme park to 
underwrite academic research. For a while, 
enough land was optioned to build an antici- 
pated Central Texas theme park. Eventually, 
though, that new theme park - Sea World - 
landed in San Antonio, simply adding glitzier 
competition to the mix. 

The university pressed on with its plans. 
Texas State bought new costumes and 
revived the parrot exhibit, Coley said. It built 
an aquarium and created a traveling exhibit 
of the Central Texas fossil record. Intentions 
were to add a bit more of an educational 
spin to the park, possibly nudging it in a new 
direction - but it never quite clicked. Coley 
described the situation as a bit like inherit- 
ing your wealthy old aunt’s Victorian house, 
knowing what a great gift it was but not 


quite what to do with it - or how to pay the 
property taxes. 

Attendance was dropping at an alarming 
rate, down from 350,000 visitors a year in 
1984 to 150,000 only a decade later. Today, 
as just a nature center, Aquarena draws about 
100,000 visitors a year. “There just wasn’t 
enough there to turn the downward spiral 
around,” Coley said. “By the time we stepped 
in, it was the beginning of the explosive 
growth of Schlitterbahn. So you had Sea World 
and Fiesta Texas and Schlitterbahn. ... With 
all that competition, we knew that Aquarena 
Springs would do nothing but decline.” 

Coley remembers Ralph’s final performance 
on a gray, overcast day in February of 1996. 
Coley sat in the audience at the submarine 
theatre with the daughter and granddaughter of 
the family that built the Aquarena resort, begin- 
ning with the hotel in 1929 and the theme 
park additions in the 1950s. It was cold and a 
bit wet that day, Coley recalls, and only five 
people sat in the audience. “As we sat there, I 
wondered ... if we had had a year to tell peo- 
ple this was going to be Ralph’s final season, 
couldn’t we have packed the park?” Coley said. 
“We just weren’t prepared for something like 
this. This was his final performance, and no 
one knew it. We could have had all sorts of 
publicity - like the Rolling Stones’ final tour - 
but we just didn’t know at the time.” 

Now, the university plans to return Aquarena 
Springs to its original, pristine condition. It 
remains, according to fossil records, one of the 
oldest continually inhabited locations on the 
continent, as well as the second-largest arte- 
sian springs in the Western United States. 
Andrew Sansom - director of the River 
Systems Institute, which is headquartered in 
the Aquarena Springs hotel - said that pulling 
down the theme park will be a multiphase proj- 
ect, to be completed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. The university regents begin nego- 
tiations with the corps this month. 

Only a few remnants of Aquarena Springs 
will remain once the project is complete.

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Staking Out the Brack Tract

A week of presentations and workshops has moved the 
planning process for redeveloping the UT-owned 
Brackenridge Tract to its halfway point. On Nov. 3, represen- 
tatives from Cooper, Robertson & Partners and other 
stakeholders conducted an opening presentation to a packed 
room at Lower Colorado River Authority Headquarters. The 
exhaustive PowerPoint examined the history of the tract, its 
relation to Downtown Austin’s urban development, and a host 
of other topics ranging from UT projects to environmental 
sensitivity. On Nov. 5, CRP hosted two public workshop ses- 
sions in which facilitators assisted teams working on five dif- 
ferent scenarios. Each scenario had two different teams, 
resulting in 10 different plans. Finally, the Nov. 7 presentation 
showcased what the teams had delivered and featured a 
review of a task force’s recommendations. 

The 346-acre tract of University of Texas land sits along- 
side Lady Bird Lake on Austin’s west side, a gift to UT by 
George Washington Brackenridge in 1910. In October 2007, 
the UT Board of Regents received a report from its appointed 
Brackenridge Tract Task Force and subsequently hired CRP to 
devise two conceptual master plans for the land. Several 
notable developments sit on the tract, including the city- 
leased Lions Municipal Golf Course (“Muny” for short), the 
UT Brackenridge Field Laboratory, student housing, and 
the West Austin Youth Association. 

Reactions were mixed among those who attended the 
week’s workshops. Mary Arnold, a longtime Save Muny advo- 
cate, complained that folks didn’t have time to study the 
design principles and expressed concern that the comments 

Settlement Approved 
in APD Shooting 

On Nov. 6, City Council approved a $1 million settlement 
with the family of Kevin Brown, who was fatally shot by 
Austin Police Department Sgt. Michael Olsen on June 3, 

2007. Brown died from two gunshot wounds to the back, 
fired by Olsen in the courtyard of an East Austin apartment 
complex after a short foot chase that began in the parking 
lot of the now-defunct Chester’s Nightclub. Olsen had been 
alerted to the possibility that Brown was carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. When Olsen confronted Brown, he ran. A 
gun was found approximately 30 feet from Brown’s body (for 
more, see “The Journey of a Gun,” Oct. 5, 2007). APD Chief 
Art Acevedo concluded that the shooting was “avoidable” 
and fired Olsen. Olsen appealed his termination to the Civil 
Service Commission but lost. Reportedly, an additional 
$500,000 payment to an heir of Brown’s is still possible, 
pending the results of a paternity test.

made during the workshops could be taken out of context and 
used “in a way we didn’t want it to.” Tomas Pantin, a Deep 
Eddy resident who participated in the workshops, felt that the 
CRP facilitator leading 
his group took too 
much control. “The 
facilitator was basically 
drawing whatever she 
wanted to do,” he said. 

Pantin worried that the 
week’s worth of work 
amounted to a “PR 
move, and out of all 
these tables, you can 
pull certain things and 
say the neighborhood 
wants them.” When 
asked to respond, Paul 
Milana of CRP told us, 

“The only way we can 
consider the public [and 
what it wants] is to ask 
them.” West Austin resi- 
dent Jimmy Robertson 
had some critical questions about the value of Muny, but after 
the session, praised CRF? saying the consultants had “a lot of 
sincerity” and placed the onus for action on the regents. 

Milana also brought Friday’s audience of 50 up to speed on 
the 2007 report recommendations of the task force. He reit- 


erated that CRP considers these “perhaps the most impor- 
tant” pieces of the planning puzzle. First, he said, the report 
implied that the CRP recommendations take into account the 
long-term nature of the project. The report’s second recom- 
mendation is that the Brackenridge Development Agreement, 
which allows for leases on the tract, be allowed to expire in 
2019. Milana noted that the recommendations also stipulat- 
ed that the field laboratory research center be included in the 
planning process, indicating that it could potentially be relo- 
cated. It also recommended better utilization of the graduate- 
student housing located on the site. Milana told the crowd, “I 
can’t emphasize the long-term nature of the recommenda- 
tions,” and reminded the audience that the report called for 
terminating the lease agreement with the city for the Muny 
golf course. The same would apply to WAYA. Milana said that 
the plan should include evaluating any trail extensions and 
noted small groups of stakeholders had “lots of discussions 
on how best to approach Town Lake Trail, if at all.” 

The five planning scenarios the citizen groups worked on 
ranged from total redevelopment to total preservation. Milana 
said CRP then looked for themes and tried to measure them 
against the draft design principles crafted after previous citizen 

sessions this summer. 

Some of the emerg- 
ing themes called for 
compact, mixed-use 
developments - the 
sort of projects that 
have dotted the 
expanding city already, 
though some neighbor- 
hood residents cau- 
tioned they didn’t want 
another Triangle devel- 
opment or Domain 
project in their neigh- 
borhood. Milana said 
that many groups want- 
ed connectivity with 
Lady Bird Lake, though 
the relative distance of 
any trails between the 
lakefront and Lake 
Austin Boulevard varied. View corridors to the lake were 
another theme that cropped up, along with the idea of walk- 
able neighborhood grids. Improved street intersections at 
crucial junctures, such as Exposition and Lake Austin 
Boulevard, were depicted in several of the scenarios, with 
traffic circles and sidewalks prominent among these. Another 
proposal envisioned turning the boulevard into a scenic road- 
way with vegetation in the medians, similar to the revamped 
Barton Springs Road. 

Milana pointed out an example that depicted development 
creating open spaces in order to fund them - highlighting 
the economic feasibility of the design concepts. He also 
chastised one group’s proposal to turn much of the land 
north of Lake Austin Boulevard into a central park of sorts, 
with a nine-hole golf course in the middle. He said this pro- 
posal didn’t take into account how such green space would 
be funded. 

During a brief Q&A, Milana said there “isn’t a plan in 
place” to deal with the recent City Council resolution offering 
to buy or swap the golf-course land, though he indicated that 
there may be room for negotiations after the planning pro- 
cess. From here, the CRP planning team will return to its 
home office in New York and compile the themes. There will 
be a follow-up with the public this spring, and by June, the 
two conceptual plans will be unveiled. -Jacob Cottingham 


The Traffic Quandary 

Though it’s taken a back seat to the battle over Muny, traffic is a major issue 
affecting the development of the Brack Tract. Mike Weaver of Prime Strategies 
Inc. has been pulled into the planning team, and he and his firm are well-known 
to any government entity dealing with Central Texas infrastructure. Weaver 
spoke about the poor east-west connections between West Austin and 
Downtown, a fact not lost on the nearly 25,000 drivers who pass through the 
Brackenridge land daily. New York consulting firm Cooper, Robertson & 

Partners conducted a survey in which 63% of respondents said their primary 
interaction with the tract was driving through it. With so much existing traffic, 
several citizens expressed concern that UT would not be willing to pay for need- 
ed infrastructure should there be an increased residential presence on the 
tract. Weaver said his firm would draw up a list of infrastructure costs “on-site 
and off-site, which would allow developments that are proposed to be done.” 
How the state, university, and city propose to sort out the traffic puzzle will like- 
ly be a less glamorous, but very important, aspect to the development. - J.C.

HELP STOP MOUNTAINTOP- 
MINING MADNESS 

Industrial polluters are very skilled at per- 
verting our language when they want to elimi- 
nate regulations that protect us and our envi- 
ronment from their rampant destruction. 

Rather than saying honestly that they’re out to 
kill anti-pollution regulations, they speak 
soothingly of “easing,” “modifying,” and “relax- 
ing” the rules. This sounds like a mattress ad. 

They’re at it again. Pushed by Appalachia’s 
coal barons, George W.’s Office of Surface 
Mining is trying to rush through a rule change 
that would be one of the most destructive 
imaginable. It involves a horrendous, ruinous 
mining method called “mountaintop remov- 
al.” “Removal” is another Orwellian euphe- 
mism, disguising the industry’s brutal prac- 
tice of simply blowing up the tops of ancient 
Appalachian mountains, then callously shov- 
ing the massive piles of rubble down the 
mountainside, burying everything below. 

The one deterrent - often ignored by coal 
corporations - is a rule prohibiting this rub- 
ble from being dumped within 100 feet of 
valley streams. Rather than enforce this 
clear regulation, however, Bush & Co. have 
recently proposed to “clarify” the meaning of 
“don’t do that.” The new language says the 
coal giants can dump their waste right into 
streams, so long as they try to minimize the 
damage “to the extent possible.” 

In other words: Free for all - blast away! 
This is a grotesque departing gift from the 
Bushites to corporations that have been 
loyal campaign funders. It would encourage 
more mindless decimation of our mountains 
and the burying of hundreds of miles of 
streams beneath tons of coal waste. 

Still, there is hope for sanity. The 
Environmental Protection Agency must okay 
the rule change, there are moves in 
Congress to stop it, and both Barack Obama 
and John McCain say they oppose it. To join 
this fight, connect with this grassroots 
group: www.ilovemountains.org. 


PRICING FANS OUT OF THE GAME 

Generations of Americans have enjoyed 
whiling away an afternoon or evening with 
friends and family at the ballpark, joining in 
the old sports tune “Take Me Out to the 
Ball Game.” But if you’re an average Joe or 
Jill today, you’ve been taken out of the ball 
game by corporate owners who now cater to 
upscale customers, pricing the experience 
beyond the reach of regular folks. 

Look at the new Yankee Stadium. It will 
only have half as many bleacher seats as 
the venerable old stadium next door. The 
old ballpark, now being bulldozed, was 
known as “the house that Ruth built,” 
because the Babe drew thousands of 
working-class fans to each game, filling 
those bleachers. 

But the new edifice is reaching for a 
much higher-end demographic than Joe Six- 
Pack, boasting more than three times as 
many luxury skyboxes as its more egalitari- 
an predecessor. The draw is no longer to 
the game itself but to the scene - a chance 
for Wall Streeters, corporate chieftains, poli- 
ticians, and other suits to see and be seen, 
to schmooze with one another in the splen- 
did isolation of the pricey boxes. 

Team owners have also come up with a 
new financial gimmick that shuts out aver- 
age fans. Even to get a chance to buy sea- 
son tickets for the games in such new foot- 
ball stadiums as the one the New York Jets 
will soon use, a gamer must first purchase 
a “PSL” - personal seat license. These go 
for $5,000 or more. This doesn’t get you an 
actual seat at the games, just the “license” 
to buy tickets - which sell for roughly $120 
per seat, per game. So a family of four 
wanting season tickets to root for its team 
must pay $20,000 for PSLs, then shell out 
$500 for four tickets to each game. And 
that doesn’t count gas, parking, hot dogs, a 
cold beer, and souvenirs. 

Forget “Take Me Out to the Ball Game” - 
regular folks are just plain getting taken.

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Organic farms in the Austin area are wrapping up a devastating summer season. 
Some are facing potential extinction, while others have simply shut down for the 
year. Droughts are nothing new in dryland Texas, but in recent years, the inevi- 
table stress they place on water systems such as creeks and aquifers seems to 
have intensified with increased usage and poor resource management. Laura 
Marbury, senior water analyst with the Environmental Defense Fund, says the 
farms are essentially the canary in the coal mine for the rest of the Hill Country 
population. “The scale is small,” she said, “but it’s a sign of the times.” 


Trying to understand the water issues that 
farms confront can be a mind-boggling educa- 
tion in hydrogeology, government bureaucra- 
cy, and legal minutiae. Last month, represen- 
tatives from local farms met to discuss this 
year’s troubles and to try to find a common 
cause in the thicket of information. Marla 
Camp, a local activist and owner/publisher of 
Edible Austin magazine, facilitated the meet- 
ing that included Marbury, owners of seven 
local farms, and writer, Chronicle columnist, 
and former Texas Agriculture Commissioner 
Jim Hightower. 

‘Access to affordable water is the key,” 
Camp said of the farm owners’ primary con- 
cern. She says the group initially formed with 
an article for her magazine in mind but has 
since decided to meet on a regular basis. The 
informal meet-up could even transform into a 
resource for “a food policy task force.” 

Erin Flynn of Green Gate Farms, a 4-acre 
spread located eight miles east of Downtown, 


agrees that the lack of an organized response 
has made things more difficult for the farms. 
Currently, Flynn says, Green Gate has two 
antiquated wells that are inadequate even 
without the additional stress of a drought. To 
make up for shortfalls, the farm uses city water 
to drip-irrigate its mixed vegetables. 

“The whole farming paradigm is shifting,” 
Flynn says. She speaks of challenging the way 
government entities and citizens currently 
value - or rather fail to value - local farms. 
Government policy most often promotes the 
“highest and best” use of land - which is gen- 
erally defined in law as monetary real estate 
value. But Flynn says the ability of small farms 
to improve recharge by occupying open space 
over deep-water aquifers adds value, as do 
healthy food, water conservancy, and the 
increase in regional quality of life. Yet, she 
says, “local food isn’t at the table when it 
comes to water.” An organized effort could 
bring local farmers into the equation. 


Wells Running Dry 

Green Gate, like other farms, could receive 
a slight discount from the city for an agricul- 
tural meter, but the farm would have to invest 
the huge sum of money to purchase and 
install it, along with the necessary piping. She 
bemoans the state, through river authorities 
such as the Lower Colorado River Authority, 
giving special rates to major rice farmers while 
small local farms struggle. But FCRA spokes- 
woman Emlea Chanslor responds, “There’s 
not a special rate for rice farmers that’s not 
available for other, smaller 
operations.” She said down- 
stream rice farmers and 
other small agricultural 
operations are under what’s 
called “interruptible” con- 
tracts, meaning FCRA can 
limit water usage in times 
of drought. The contracts 
are for untreated water and 
don’t include delivery, so 
customers must build their 
own infrastructure for the water, which could 
prove cost prohibitive for many small farms. 

In any case, Flynn reasons, the creation of a 
local food policy council would improve the 
situation. “We are feeding 500 people a week 
but are charged like we’re watering a 3-acre 
lawn.” In July, Green Gate spent $1,800 on 
water and sold $200 in produce. Each year, 
it’s been getting tougher to make ends meet. 
“Farms are getting squeezed,” she says, “and 
we can’t do things the way we used to.” 

This year, East Austin’s venerable Boggy 
Creek Farm, a 5-acre oasis one mile north of 
the Colorado River, was 
forced to scale back its 
production due to the lack 
of affordable water. The 
historic farm has a hand- 
dug well that plunges 24 
feet to what has been a 
reliable water table for 
nearly two centuries. In 
2006, for the first time, 
the well began to run dry 
Owner Carol Ann Sayle 
says her husband, Larry 
Buder, was able to dig the 
well down a bit farther, 
giving the farm two addi- 
tional inches of water. “He 
just turns the lever just a 
little bit, because if he 
turns it wide like we used 
to, water would rush out 
really fast, but then it wouldn’t recharge. He 
has to balance how much water is coming out 
of the well with how fast it can recharge from 
the surrounding aquifer.” If only the region as 
a whole were so careful with water use. 

Boggy Creek gets its water from an alluvial 
aquifer - a small, local aquifer that is essentially 
flowing slowly within underground deposits of 
clay and gravel. While Flynn says some of her 
problems may be a result of lower river flow 
downstream from the Fonghom Dam, Marbury 
doesn’t believe the river’s manager, the FCRA, 


is to blame. “The fact that [the farm’s] wells are 
going dry now and never [have] in the past . . . 
has more to do with what conditions have 
changed in the recharge area for that small 
alluvial system.” A lack of rain, coupled with 
increased impervious cover, can affect the water 
table in a small aquifer, she says. 

Because of its urban surroundings, Boggy 
Creek could also be seeing some effects from 
developments in the area, Marbury adds. “You’re 
getting a lot of growth and additional wells going 
in, you’ve got the same volume of resource and 
more and more straws are 
going in, so you’re going to 
see some declines in the 
water tables, and there’s not 
going to be as much available 
as you get more users.” 
Tecolote Farm, south of 
Manor, has perhaps been hit 
the hardest with the least 
warning (see “Well of 
Controversy: Water Hogs 

Threaten Farm,” July 1 1). Like 
Boggy Creek and Green Gate, Tecolote is outside 
any groundwater conservation district and has 
relied upon an old hand-dug well for years. 
When several municipal and county pumps were 
installed near the farm, that exaggerated the 
farm’s elevated position, essentially drying up its 
water supply Marbury says this is crucial. “These 
farms, when you don’t have a groundwater dis- 
trict or someone looking out for you - you have 
no seat at the table when it comes to water nego- 
tiations or water availability discussions.” This 
problem is also a relevant issue to western 
Travis County voters, who may soon be voting 
on annexation into the Bart- 
on Springs/Edwards Aquifer 
Conservation District. 

The water issues at Onion 
Creek Farm stem from the 
lack of water provided by its 
namesake creek. While the 
farm has a state permit to 
withdraw creek water, in 
recent years the creek flow 
has become a trickle. As a 
result, owner Marianne 
Simmons hasn’t irrigated for 
months, and her farm - 
once 3 acres of production 
- is now down to 20 beds. 
Onion Creek represents the 
interesting line between 
groundwater and surface 
water. The creek is a tribu- 
tary of the Colorado River, 
but it is also spring-fed, and water seeps back 
into and out of the Edwards Aquifer. Marbury 
points out that “groundwater has a huge 
impact on surface water and surface water has 
an impact on groundwater” and that treating 
the two as a single resource - not the standard 
practice in state water use policy - could pro- 
vide improved management. Simmons says, 
although the creek seems to run dry more 
frequently, she tends to believe that droughts

are cyclical and the hard times provide “opportunity to 
get more creative.” 

Grasping at Straws 

One farmer whose creativity is paying off is Tim 
Miller. At Millberg Farms in Kyle, Miller has construct- 
ed an elaborate rainwater catchment system that he 
uses in conjunction with a planting schedule tailored 
for Texas rain. At the farm’s 10- and 15-year anniversa- 
ries, Miller won awards from the BS/EACD for his 
water conservation efforts, and his lack of wells means 
he doesn’t have to rely on any government agencies to 
provide his water or regulate its use. 

Consumers and farmers alike have a few options left. 
Hightower said that the farms had “just begun the 
process of looking for solutions. I don’t know the 
answer, and they don’t either, though they have some 
ideas.” He said the farms have been getting stymied at 
the local bureaucratic level, and his role of “convener” 
was in part an attempt to get some face time with poli- 
ticians. “They had problems getting to the proper offi- 
cials,” Hightower said. “I think in large part, they had 
been going to city bureaucrats, and my point was we 
need to move up the ladder to talk to the elected offi- 
cials themselves.” 

As regional water boards and regulating agencies 
come together to set policy for the next 50 years, a 
vocal contingent of concerned citizens has pressured 
the officials to take a more measured course of action 
when they determine desired future conditions for the 
region’s water management. David Pitre of Tecolote 
Farm says he’s looking at several different options: lob- 
bying the county to provide more affordable water,

talking to the local water district about a more “reasonable” 
agricultural rate, and possibly tapping a well on a neighboring 
property which would require a half-mile pipe. Boggy Creek 
Farm had to resort to a similar solution and this month com- 
pleted a new, deeper well that should provide some near-term 
breathing room. 

On the other side of town, the BS/EACD is finally talking to 
residents in western Travis County about annexation into the 
water conservation district. Residents in the eastern portion of 
the county might well consider how to follow suit, to escape 
their own “right of capture” predicament - under which the 
water goes by default to the most aggressive users, and they 
don’t miss their water until everybody’s well runs dry. 

Until then, it might not be a bad idea to hold a regular 
rain dance. ■ 


Too Many 
Straws in 
the well 

Aside from the marked % 
drop in local farm produce i 
in the region, another wor- > 
risome sign of the deepen- £ 
ing impact of droughts and | 
groundwater pumping is 
the recent cessation of water flow from Jacob’s Well, a Hill Country 
haven for swimmers and picnickers. The well, just northwest of 
Wimberley, is a perpetual artesian spring that feeds Cypress Creek 
from water in the Trinity Aquifer. Having withstood withering droughts 
over the years, the well’s current dry spell is only the second time in 
recorded history that the spring has stopped flowing. 

The U.S. Geological Survey operates measuring instruments inside 
Jacob’s Well which detect the flow of water in terms of cubic feet per sec- 
ond. Recently, the flow has fallen below one-half cubic foot per second, 
which is low enough to cause the well to drop to nothing when the various 
water companies in the area turn on their pumps. Andrew Backus, board 
president of the Hays Trinity Groundwater Conservation District, points to 
water giant Aqua Texas as a key contributor to the well’s parched state. 
“We are fairly certain that Woodcreek’s Aqua Texas wells are directly 
impacting Jacob’s Well, and there’s a possibility that other major produc- 
tion wells in the Wimberley area are also impacting flow,” Backus said. 

The Wimberley area has seen explosive growth and development over 
the last eight years, placing a strain on local resources. “We’ve had so 
much growth and new demand on the aquifer we’re beginning to outstrip 
what nature can provide us here,” said conservation district board mem- 
ber Jack Hollon. “I think we’ve got to come to terms with that.” 

A central problem is the district’s limited resources. “Our enabling 
budget back in 2001 really limited the sources of funding for this dis- 
trict. We do not have any taxing authority, and we also are not allowed 
to charge pumping fees like the Barton Springs [Edwards Aquifer Con- 
servation] District does.” Production fees on permitted wells and fund- 
ing from the city of Austin provide the bulk of the BS/EACD’s funding. 

As an example of the greater impact development is having on 
droughts, Hollon cites the “drought of record” from the 1950s, which 
lasted seven years - but during which time Jacob’s Well kept flowing. If 
the drought continues, “there’s not much we can do in the short term 
to alleviate this situation other than conserve,” said Hollon. Long-term 
solutions center around reducing the demand on the aquifer. One 
potential solution is to fix leaky pipes that can lose precious gallons. 
And rainwater collection, he says, is “our real future.” 

Backus is more dire in his predictions. He says the loss of water 
flow from Jacob’s Well is “evidence of what’s to come. At some point, 
the community has to decide what the total [pumping] limit from the 
aquifer is and what frequency they want to tolerate [to keep] the well 
spring from going dry.” - J.C.

Grand opening, take two 


Since opening in 2006, the Blanton 
Museum of Art’s Michener Gallery Building has 
been a major success for the University of 
Texas institution, drawing record crowds and 
national attention. Still, it’s only half the home 
that has always been intended for the Blanton; 
another building was planned to house admin- 
istrative offices, classrooms, and those crucial 
revenue streams for the modern museum, the 
gift shop and cafe. For the 30 months that the 
gallery has been up and running, the 
56,000-square-foot companion facility has 
been under construction, but this month, the 
Edgar A. Smith Building - named for the 
Houston businessman and Chancellor’s 
Council member who contributed $4.5 million 
to the project - is finally complete. It’ll be 
another few weeks before the Blanton staff 
can emerge from its cramped quarters in the 
art building basement to claim its new digs, 
but this weekend, the Smith Building opens to 
the public with a celebration featuring a spe- 
cial art lecture, film screenings, and concerts 
between the two Blanton buildings. 

Since the Smith Building was always 
planned as a counterpart to the Michener, its 
design by architects Kallman McKinnell & 

Wood isn’t radically different from its neighbor. 
That said, it has a much more open feeling. 


Without the need to filter sunlight to protect 
the art, the architects could really let the sun- 
shine in. Windows abound, and you’re never far 
from a great expanse of glass - such as the 
multistory curved section that rises above the 
Joe R. and Teresa Lozano Long Grand Foyer - 
that provides a sense of connection to natural 
light, to the campus, even to the Capitol. 

The showpieces of the Smith Building are the 
299-seat auditorium, the cafe, and the museum 
shop. The auditorium is a welcome upgrade 
from its predecessor in the art building - noth- 
ing ostentatious, just a spacious, nicely curved 
room with a steep rake, which really directs 
focus down to the stage area and enhances vis- 
ibility for projections and film screenings, which 
will benefit from state-of-the-art equipment. 

The cafe, anchoring the first floor’s south 
end, seats 88 inside and another 20 outside. 
The menu, developed by former Driskill chef 
Josh Watkins, covers mostly breakfast (pas- 
tries, bagels, fresh fruit, yogurt, smoothies, 
coffee drinks) and lunch (sandwiches such 
as smoked ham and Brie with caramelized 
onions; sides that include wasabi potato 
salad, peanut coleslaw, and balsamic roasted 
vegetable salad; 10 different flat-bread piz- 
zas; salads; and signature desserts), with 
dinner on Third Thursdays and at B Scene, 



when the Blanton is open evenings. (See 
“Blanton Museum Cafe,” Food, p.45.) 

The 1,680-square-foot museum shop will 
handle a lot of standard-issue merchandise 
(visual-arts books and magazines, jewelry, 
handbags, high-end chocolates, kids toys, 
and audio/visual items) along with note 
cards and posters featuring art in the 
Blanton collection and totes, umbrellas, and 
other items tagged with the Blanton’s “Art Is 
...” catchphrase. But it will also carry items 
by local artists/artisans, including Chandra 
Michaels of Sugarluxe and jewelry from 
Ingrid Kuper, and a wealth of glassware art- 
fully showcased in a circular nook. 


The opening celebration begins at 1pm 
Sunday, Nov. 16. Building tours, art activities, 
and film screenings are planned, with two 
major events: 

2pm: Jed Perl, celebrated critic and art histo- 
rian, gives a lecture related to his new book, 
Watteau's World: The Mysterious Life and 
Magnificent Afterlife of an 18th-Century 
Painter. Booksigning follows. 

3:30 & 4:45pm: Guy Forsyth Trio plays on 
the Larry and Mary Ann Faulkner Plaza 
between the buildings.

Barbara Jordan, punk rocker*? 


To my knowledge, Barbara Jordan never opened for the Dicks. In fact, 

I’d be mightily surprised if she ever attended a gig by the Austin punk 
legends. But in the coming month, the revered Texas congresswoman will 
be sharing the spotlight, so to speak, with the Eighties punk band, 
thanks to a Chicago-based art collective. 

Temporary Services, as the group is called, was engaged by local contem- 
porary art instigators Fluent-Collaborative to create a project for its exhibi- 
tion space, testsite. For its first work in Texas, Temporary Services chose to 
“investigate two aspects of the state’s cultural and political history that 
embody its radical independence: the development of Punk music in Austin 
during the early 1980s, and the speeches of Barbara Jordan.” The unortho- 
dox pairing reflects the varied interests and passions of the group’s three 
members, says Marc Fischer, one-third of Temporary Services, along with 
Brett Bloom and Salem Collo-Julin. “We are always digging around the cul- 
tural and political margins - which is usually where we find ourselves situat- 
ed - and if we respect someone’s work, we sometimes try to get to know 
them so we can learn from each other.” Research on the Dicks led the trio 
to Big Boys/Poison 13 guitarist Tim Kerr, who became a major focus of the 
project. And while the differences between some white male hardcore punk- 
ers and an African-American female member of the U.S. House of 
Representatives are pretty obvious, Fischer says, “The more time we’ve 
spent with the Dicks, Tim Kerr, and Barbara Jordan, the more parallels we 
find.” Calling them “a great group of tenacious underdogs,” he says: “These 
people took enormous personal risks to put their ideas out into the world. 
And they didn’t stay comfortably put in local situations that could tolerate 
them. They took their ideas and work to a national level, where they would 
be met by far greater resistance and confrontation. 

“Barbara Jordan also said: 'Let each person do his or her part. If one citi- 
zen is unwilling to participate, all of us are going to suffer. For the American 
idea, though it is shared by all of us, is realized in each one of us.’ Likewise, 
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-Barbra JbN&k 


Tim Kerr would constantly ask audiences, 

'What are you doing to participate?’ These 
are, or were, not passive people! Their mes- 
sages feel very current to us. We were not at 
all surprised to learn that Tim Kerr had been 
planning to make some drawings and paint- 
ings of Jordan. He gave us one portrait of 
her to use in his interview booklet.” 

The form the Temporary Services project 
will take might not be what you first think of H 
as art. But the group’s interest in public spaces, especially as they’re 
shaped by government and commerce, leads it to document efforts by 
others to do that as well as doing it itself. One arm of Temporary Services 
publishes booklets featuring extended interviews with artists (Temporary 
Conversations), and the Austin project will result in two new booklets: an 
extended interview with Tim Kerr and a history of the Dicks, to be 
released at Domy Books on Saturday, Nov. 15. 

The group has also made banners out of discarded plastic bags that 
feature quotes from punk song lyrics and Jordan’s speeches, and these 
will be shown in the testsite space. 

Barbara Jordan onstage with the Dicks? She might not have joined 
them in singing, “It’s not for the hell of it/lt’s to tear this fuckin’ nation 
down,” but as Marc Fischer notes, “I think Gary Floyd and company could 
probably agree with Jordan when she said, ‘I never intended to become a 
run-of-the-mill person.’” - R.F

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Improvisation on 
Four Legs and a Seat 

Eighty Texas artists accept Damian Priour's 
invitation to riff on the idea of chair

Imagine a group of jazz musicians improvising - really fine 
musicians, let’s say, and nearly a hundred of them. One tosses out 
a gift, a theme for the rest to improvise on. One by one, the others 
respond, taking the original theme and making it their own. 

But now imagine that this improvisation happens not in 
the immediate and ephemeral medium of music but in the 
slower, weightier realms of stone and glass, metal and plastic. 
Their unhurried, haunting composition is called the Texas 
Chair Project, and starting this weekend, you can see it at 
the Austin Museum of Art - Downtown. AMOA Executive 
Director Dana Friis-Hansen calls it a “call-and-response” - 
local sculptor Damian Priour introduced a theme, and 80 
other Texas artists have improvised on that theme. Only 
instead of a musical theme, Priour has asked artists, in Friis- 
Hansen’ s words, “to revise and re-en vision - even reinvent 
- the chair as we know it.” 

Once the idea struck him, Priour 
and his studio assistant, David 
Hesser, set to work making what 
Priour describes as “100 small 
chairs of stone and glass, each 
one different,” a project that took 
six months. A striking collection, 

Priour’s original hundred chairs 
explore a myriad of seating possi- 
bilities in limestone and glass. One 
of these original chairs is shaped 
like a woman’s torso; on another 
foursquare stone chair sits a trans- 
lucent green glass pod; on still z 
another fat-limbed chair is perched £ 
two even tinier chairs, one stone, § 
one glass. 

In June 2007, all 100 of Priour’s 
chairs were exhibited at the Austin 
Museum of Art as a group. After the exhibition, a few chairs 
were set aside as gifts for project donors. The rest were 
mailed to Texas artists or Texas-associated artists whom Priour 
admired. (Narrowing down this list “was the most difficult 
part,” Priour says.) 

One of the best parts of this game is that the mailing was 
unannounced. A chosen artist would open an unexpected box 
to find one of Priour’s chairs, along with a request to respond 
by making a new chair, in any medium the artist chose, and 
sending it back to Priour. The only “rule” was that the new 
chair must fit inside the 8-inch-square box that Priour’s chair 
had come in. 

The dissemination of the original chairs was a genuine gift, 
freely given, with no strings attached. Although Priour asked 
artists who did not want to participate to consider returning 
his chair so that it could be sent to someone else, it was not a 
demand, and not every chair was returned - and that’s “part 
of the project, too,” as Priour notes. But remarkably, 80 of the 
88 artists contacted did send back a chair of their own making. 
AMOA had promised to do an exhibition if at least 50 were 
returned, and that exhibition - including 20 of Priour’s origi- 
nal chairs which have been borrowed back from artists and 


donors for the occasion, as well as seven new chairs - opens 
this week Downtown. 

A wide range of Texas artists is represented. Friis-Hansen, 
in the exhibition catalog, observes that “although Priour is a 
sculptor, he didn’t limit his exchange to only artists working in 
three dimensions, and thus invited painters (for example, Ellen 
Berman, Judy Jensen, Will Klemm, Sydney Yeager), printmak- 
ers (Bob Schneider, Ken Hale), photographers (Kate Breakey, 
Charles Mary Kubricht) and architects and designers (David 
Webber, Mike Reese).” 

Yes, by the way: That’s musician Bob Schneider, who is 
also an engraver and printmaker. He submitted what Priour 
described as “a print very typical of his intriguing dark-side 
drawings, titled Today you are alive. Tonight you’re dead.” 

Priour, the creative spark behind it all, is the Texas 
Commission on the Arts’ 2008 State 
Three-Dimensional Artist. Although 
he grew up on Padre Island, for 
the past 21 years he has lived on 
a 50-acre ranch on Hamilton Pool 
Road west of Austin, where he and 
his wife “raised three children and 
also raise fainting goats.” In the 
studio near his hilltop home, he 
creates sculpture in limestone and 
glass, examples of which Austinites 
can see at the Blanton Museum of 
Art, the Austin Convention Center, 
and AMOA’s Laguna Gloria home, 
where his AquaPoint fountain is 
permanently installed, among other 
sites. Priour also created the altar, 
pulpit, baptismal font, and a num- 
ber of other pieces for Emmaus 
Catholic Church in Lakeway, and 
they are fine examples of his signature style: The altar is clean, 
earthy limestone enclosing watery green glass; in the center pil- 
lar supporting the altar, a cross is sunk into the glass, appearing 
underwater, present but untouchable. But Priour’s work can 
also be seen far beyond Austin, in other cities, in private collec- 
tions, and in major corporate buildings around the country. 

He has always been interested in chairs, and in his statement 
for the Chair Project, he suggests, “It’s likely that my interest 
in chairs originated - like most everyone else’s whether they 
know it or not - from mother’s lap.” But he has taken that 
interest a good bit further from the lap than most of us do. 
“I made my first full-sized chair in 1972 out of copper pipe,” 
he explains. “Then I purchased a chair sculpture by New York 
artist Alan Siegel about 10 years later.” He and his wife began 
collecting unusual chairs, “and our collection grew huge over 
the years. We now have about 200 chairs, large and small, in 
our collection, and I would say that with this collection by 
these incredible Texas artists, it is arguably the finest small 
chair collection in the world. ” 

But when it comes to the Texas Chair Project, Priour 
insists that “it’s really not about me but about the artists

who have participated,” and he expresses 
great pleasure at the number of artists who 
responded to his call and were willing to, as 
Friis-Hansen puts it, “step outside their rou- 
tines, to replace their own artistic goals and 
aspirations with a set of standards provided 
by another artist.” Discussing the scores of 
chairs he received, Priour has nothing but 
praise. He calls David Hesser’s Attack Chair 
“a beautifully dangerous piece. It is an actual 
weapon, and the four legs are made of stain- 
less steel blades sharpened to perfection. 
Probably the best thing he’s ever done. I’ve 
sliced myself three times just unpacking 
and repacking it.” Priour also praises Jesus 
Morales, one of the best-known artists in the 
group, who provided, in his signature gran- 
ite, an austere, delicately colored “O” faced 
with a stone, semicircle seat. Kate Breakey 
sent in one of her hand-painted photographs 
- in this case, the elongated shadow of a 
chair on a desert landscape, with an attenu- 
ated shadow that may be the photographer 
nearby. (The Breakey piece is 32 inches by 32 
inches - she folded it to fit inside the box, as 
did Schneider with his print.) 

Other artists stepped further away from 
their usual media or themes. Priour points 
to Fidencio Duran, the painter and muralist 
whose work can be seen at Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport and elsewhere around 
town. But in this case, Duran “created a 
chair from foam core and attached to it his 


signature drawings,” Priour explains. Melissa 
Miller, another of the better-known artists 
here, “made Crow Chair, looking as though 
it just flew out of one of her paintings. It’s 
painted aluminum,” Priour says. (Animals are 
Miller’s preferred subject.) Priour also points 
out that JimmyJalapeeno, “known for his high- 
ly evolved paintings, 
stretched his creative 
muscle and made a 
chair out of wood” and 
that painter Joe Jansen 
“created his chair and 
ottoman from beautiful 
rusted wire.” 

In fact, the range 
of materials used 
for these chairs is 
remarkable. Friis-Han- 
sen lists “books, a beer 
can, bronze, buttons, 
cement, ceramic, fab- 
rics, felt, found objects, 
granite, knives, lead, 
money, neon, paper, 
plastic bags, resin, sawdust, toy soldiers, twigs, 
and video” for a start. He adds that “other art- 
ists found inventive ways to fit a larger object 
into that small box by breaking, folding, or 
grinding up the original into sawdust.” 

The artists have done a superb job of rei- 
magining the unremarkable object we expect 
to keep our backsides well off the ground. 


Friis-Hansen observes that some of the pieces 
stretch the formal structure of a chair, “the 
basic concept of four legs, a back, and arms, in 
all directions,” while other pieces “morph from 
a chair into a cat, the moon and the sun, or an 
orchid, all while still remaining seating.” 

Some of the works have a warm emotional 
tone, such as Michael 
Reese’s The Orchid 
Chair, which Priour says 
is “based on the flower 
and dedicated to his 
wife, Pamela. [Reese] is 
a designer by profession 
and made it from metal- 
lic flip-flop paint over a 
nylon plastic.” But some 
of the chairs are danger- 
ous, such as the afore- 
mentioned Attack Chair 
or Eric McGehearty’s 
Sitting Pretty, a red steel 
school desk with a spike 
thrusting diagonally 
from the seat. 

This is not the first collaborative project that 
Priour has initiated. “My public art installation 
Waller Creek Shelves was a collaborative piece,” he 
recalls, “with homeless persons who helped me 
gather ‘found objects’ from along Waller Creek 
to use in the sculptures.” The piece, which now 
hangs in the Austin Convention Center rotunda, 
features glass and limestone shelves which sup- 


port blown-glass containers. Inside the con- 
tainers are found-object sculptures made from 
objects collected by Priour ’s homeless assistants. 
“The homeless were paid for their efforts,” Priour 
says, “and when they told me they were so proud 
to be involved in something like this for the city, 
it made me feel great.” 

Once “The Texas Chair Project” exhibition 
closes in February, Priour will take the chairs 
back to his home. And yet the project will 
not end there. Priour has plans for the Global 
Chair Project: “A worldwide call will be sent 
out asking artists to make a chair suitable 
for collecting and restricted to a size that will 
fit into an 8-inch-by-8-inch-by-8-inch box.” 
Photographs of the chairs they make will 
be posted on a website, and a chair will be 
auctioned off daily, with proceeds going to a 
foundation benefiting the arts and the envi- 
ronment. That would be a fitting continuation 
of a project that Friis-Hansen says “transcends 
the specifics of each chair and becomes a 
manifesto for community creativity.” 

Priour made a gift of art, and 80 Texas artists 
responded with a new gift, one we can all share 
at AMOA this winter. Come hear a slow, dreamy 
improvisation in stone and wood and steel and 
paint from some of Texas’ finest artists. ■

SUBMERSION JOURNALISM: 
REPORTING IN THE RADICAL 
FIRST PERSON FROM 
‘HARPER’S MAGAZINE’ 

edited by Bill Wasik 
The New Press, 322 pp., $26.95 

Roger D. Hodge can, and does, make bold 
claims for Harper's, the 150-odd-year-old stal- 
wart/upstart magazine he edits. Still, his argu- 
ment in this collection’s introduc- 
tion that its essays are all that 
stand between ourselves and idi- 
ocracy is a bit much. Submersion 
Journalism - a term meant 
to describe an approach that 
removes the boundary between 
writer and subject - is admirable 
in that it is not an anthology of 
confessional writing. The selec- 
tions are tightly and sometimes 
masterfully written, and many of 
their subjects guarantee fish-in-a- 
barrel satisfaction (who among us 
can resist “On the Great Ukranian 
Bride Hunt”?). There is linearity and movement 
and sustained curiosity; reading them is pleasur- 
able and not very difficult. It comes as a surprise, 
then, that what resonates is a sense that - per- 
haps because its writers are cowed by the mis- 
sion of saving America from itself or are atoning 
for the considerable sins inflicted by their profes- 
sion’s cultural and class blinders - this type of 
journalism has become a small, craven thing. 

It’s an impossible quandary, of course: If 
you’re part of a dominant culture, the only 


anthropologically correct thing to do is to write 
about a culture either on level with or more 
dominant than yours. Thus, we have the work 
of unmoored dudes (always dudes - the only 
exception here is Barbara Ehrenreich’s land- 
mark pink-ribbon deconstruction, “Welcome to 
Cancerland”) assuming identities that seem 
not too far from their own to infiltrate nearby 
targets (a secretive Christian fellowship, 

Bush’s 2004 campaign) and 
emerging freaked-out and guilty. 

All of which has little to do 
with whether a piece works, 
as most of these do. The 
macho prose in “Teachings of 
Don Fernando,” for instance, 
redeems itself with a vivid sense 
of danger and elegant insight 
into its subject, an improbably 
successful narcotics informant. 
Texas Monthly Editor Jake 
Silverstein transcends what 
would seem like easy condescen- 
sion in writing about an amateur 
poetry contest in Las Vegas. And then there is 
“My Crowd,” in which flash-mob inventor (and 
anthology editor) Bill Wasik’s cogent reduction 
of hipsterism, conventional use of footnotes, 
and repositioning of social psychologist 
Stanley Milgram as a performance artist hit 
several millennial phenomena squarely on the 
head without even seeming to try very hard. 
His theoretical spin on a personal experiment 
is testament to the idea that maybe it’s the 
thought that counts after all. - Cindy Widner 


NEW YORK STORIES: LANDMARK 
WRITING FROM FOUR DECADES 
OF ‘NEW YORK MAGAZINE’ 

edited by Steve Fishman, John Homans, 
and Adam Moss

It shouldn’t come as any surprise that, in an 
anthology that includes Tom Wolfe’s seminal 
piece “The ‘Me’ Decade,” again 
and again the journalists within 
write themselves into the nar- 
rative. In last year’s “Everybody 
Sucks,” Vanessa Grigoriadis’ 
entree into the cult of Gawker 
begins with the drubbing the 
media-mirror blog delivered her 
for her New York Times wedding 
announcement, while Michael 
Wolff’s 2002 piece “The Price of 
Perfection” compares the then- 
magazine columnist’s efforts to 
get his daughter into the “right” 
kind of preschool with that of 
freshly exposed financier Jack Grubman’s not- 
exactly-above-board anglings to do the same 
for his own kids. And Tom Wolfe ... well, any- 
thing Tom Wolfe writes is as much about Wolfe 
as it is about Leonard Bernstein’s surreal Park 
Avenue cocktail party for the Black Panthers 
(“Radical Chic,” 1970) or the Seventies 
groundswell among a certain monied type to 
get right with yourself and fuck everybody else 
(“The ‘Me’ Decade,” 1976). Wolfe supplies the 
book’s foreword, too, a somewhat free-asso- 


ciative tribute to founding Editor Clay Felker (to 
whom the collection is dedicated) that provides 
ample opportunity for Wolfe to, well, Wolfe out, 
as in his description of the Saturday morning 
Madison Avenue stroll of the so-called “art 
birds”: “... the pretty things’ lithe young legs 
with their epidermi of sheerest ravage-me nylon 
shimmering up to the most tumescent swells 
of their thighs as they crossed and then re- 
crossed and then re-re-crossed 
and then re-re-re-crossed them 
shimmer shimmer shimmer shim- 
mer beneath the downlighters.” 
The effect skips, almost word to 
word, from awe to gahhh!, but 
then so does the whole of the 
book if you’re not careful to take 
your time with it. While the voices 
within are distinct (from George 
Plimpton and Jimmy Breslin to 
Joyce Wadler and Joe Klein), 
some of them - especially in the 
finger-on-the-pulse, this-is-New- 
York -now stories - have a habit 
of sliding into snideness. ( New York Magazine 
wasn’t named in the suit against snarkiness, 
but its crossbreed of clubbiness and cool 
remove is surely a kissing cousin to snark.) 
Prolonged exposure might lead one to ask if, 
in cultural criticism, there is simply no joy in 
anything anymore. Better to read the book in 
dribbles - and you absolutely should read it; 
it’s a marvelous collection of bits-and-piecings 
from a 40-year tradition of top-notch cultural 
and political reportage. - Kimberley Jones

PIZZA WINES 

For wine lovers, the important ingredient to consider in pairing wine with 
pizza is the tomato sauce. Its naturally tangy taste is what makes pizza work 
with so many wines. Traditional Italian pizzas make do with the inherent sweet- 
ness of the tomatoes, but American-style pizzas frequently throw a good 
amount of sugar into the sauce, and that changes the wine recommendation. 

Italians drink all sorts of wines with pizza, but the most popular is 
Sangiovese, the grape in Chianti, as well as Brunello di Montalcino and its lit- 
tle brother, Rosso di Montalcino. The Montalcino wines are too expensive and 
subtle for pizza, but Chianti fits the budget. These are food wines. They can 
be a tad too astringent for sitting and sipping, but the acidity in the traditional 
tomato sauces really opens up Chianti’s fruitiness. Some of the best widely 
available budget choices (all less than $15) are Banfi’s Chianti Classico, 

Badia a Coltibuono’s Cetamura Chianti, and Da Vinci Chianti Classico. 

However, Hill Country wineshops are awash with Chiantis from tiny producers, 
so for those who like to explore them, check with a trusted wine seller. 

American-style pizzas don’t work so well with Chianti because the sugar in the 
sauce gives an unwanted boost to the perceived acidity in the Chianti. The ideal 
wine for our pizza is Zinfandel, and the bigger, the better. Zinfandel’s inherent 
fruitiness is usually enhanced by caramel and vanilla aromas from new oak bar- 
rels, and its unctuousness is just right for an American pizza. Edmeades, 
Rosenblum, and Rancho Zabaco all make great Zinfandels in multiple price rang- 
es (from less than $10 to $75), and each delivers value for the money. 

Barbera is another Italian grape that works beautifully with pizza. Romana 
Carlo’s Barbera Rumanota ($21), locally imported by Terra Verus Trading, com- 
bines the requisite acidity of Sangiovese with the blockbuster fruit of Zinfandel.

Frequenters of art museums tend to be 
discerning and knowledgeable about food as 
well as art; consequently, there’s been a 
trend nationwide to bring the level of conces- 
sions at museums up to the high standard of 
the art within. It is a happy idea in every way 
to place a really good restaurant in the mid- 
dle of such harmonious surroundings, and 
the university’s Blanton Museum of Art will 
be following suit today, Thursday, Nov. 13, 
opening the Blanton Cafe for members in the 
newly completed Edgar A. Smith Building. 

The Blanton Cafe will seat roughly a hun- 
dred people, with 88 inside seats and 20 


outdoor patio tables. Like the restaurants 
at New York City’s Museum of Modern Art 
and Stanford University Museum of Art, you 
don’t have to pay admission to the museum 
to eat at the cafe. The menu has been 
developed by local chef Josh Watkins, 
known for his work at the Driskill Hotel and 
the AT&T Conference Center. 

The Blanton Cafe will be serving primarily 
breakfast and lunch, with evening hours 
twice a month. The breakfast offerings will 
be along the lines of an espresso bar: a full 
range of coffee drinks plus pastries, bagels, 
fresh fruit, and yogurt, as well as smoothies 
and a great variety of other chilled and blend- 
ed beverages suitable for our Texas climate. 

Lunch is the primary focus, and here the 
hand of Watkins can be discerned. Ten 
sandwiches ranging from smoked ham and 


Brie with caramelized onions (the Eclectic) 
to the classic tuna melt (the Blantuna) are 
listed, and the sides are nicely up-to-date: 
wasabi potato salad, peanut coleslaw, and 
balsamic roasted vegetable salad. 

Ten different flat-bread pizzas make up the 
next section of the menu, and the toppings 
are fashionable and appetizing: One combina- 
tion pairs buffalo chicken, blue cheese, and 
hot sauce; another combines Yukon pota- 
toes, rosemary, and Asiago. For traditional- 
ists, a trio of ricotta cheese, fresh spinach, 
and mozzarella is offered, as well as seven 
other suggested topping combinations. 
Building your own tossed salad from an array 
of upscale ingredients will be another lunch- 
time option, as well as seasonal soups both 
standard and du jour.

A roundup of newbies 

Pizza is one of those foods that elicits sharply emotional responses from diners, especially 
when you throw in the phrase “New York-style.” There are a handful of relatively new indepen- 
dent pizza spots around town that all feature a thin crust, and it’s their supporters and detrac- 
tors out there in the blogosphere and message-board-land that are so quick to mention NYC. 
I thought that a native New Yorker who is also a master baker and chef would be the perfect 
person to drag along on my indie pizza crawl, someone who not only grew up eating slices in 
all of the boroughs of the Big Apple but who understands the chemistry of the crust. 

Art Meyer and I decided that in a search for the perfect thin-crust pizza, a half-plain/half-Italian 
sausage pie was the ideal canvas to judge. All of these spots offer much more complicated and 
exotic combinations, but a basic pizza reveals the finer nuances of the crust, the sauce, and the 
cheese: the holy trinity of pizza perfection. - Mick Vann

Brooklynite Niki Neziri has been cooking 
New York-style pie in Austin for 30 years, so 
no way can he be called a newbie. But he does 
have a new location out at the Tech Ridge 
Center strip mall, near the Freebirds. When 
you walk in, the layout is exactly like the typi- 
cal New York neighborhood pizzeria: a long 
service counter, pizza ovens in the back, a few 
tables on the right. The only things missing 
are the mountain of supplies stacked in every 
available space and crowds of goombahs. 

We loved this pie! The thin crust has per- 
fect rich flavor without being yeasty: a light 
and airy texture, foldable with an ideal end 
droop, and just the right amount of charring. 
The sauce is a thin coating of crushed tomato, 
with subtle garlic and the slightest hint of 
herbs (oregano and garlic are on the coun- 
ter if you want more). The cheese is 100% 
whole-milk mozzarella, applied at a rate that 
leaves a translucent reddish sheen of sauce 
peeking through. The sausage is sliced, with a 


medium-coarse texture and a kiss of heat and 
fennel; this is real-deal Italian sausage. 

We got a medium/one topping (14 inches, 
$9.25, or 6 cents per square inch; four sizes 
available). Niki offers all of the basic toppings, 
as well as a full menu of homemade pastas 
at very reasonable prices; think of the classic 
checkered tablecloth Italian menu. He even 
does an 18-inch-square deep-dish Sicilian pie: 
$13.50, loaded. Niki has a two-slice special 
and keeps four to six cooked pizzas under 
glass for instant warming. 

Niki’s is as close as you can get to genuine 
NYC thin-crust pie in Austin. Prices are fan- 
tastic, service is warm and welcoming, and 
our pie hit the table about eight minutes after 
it was ordered. What more could you want?

Salvation is located just west of Guadalupe 
in a two-story bungalow (the old Starlite loca- 
tion) and is owned by Michael Dinsmore, Eric 
Lambert, and Elizabeth Mahoney. Mahoney 
grew up around pizza at her parent’s Harry’s 
Pizza in West Hartford, Conn. Salvation 
offers Napoli-style pie: thin crust and hand- 
thrown, using all local ingredients when pos- 
sible. You can get a 12-inch or 18-inch pie, 
with a huge list of potential toppings. If you 
don’t want to decide, they also have a Top 10 
list of regulars’ faves. 

Our half-plain/half-sausage (12 inches, 
$10.25, or 9 cents per square inch; 18 inches 
also available) was good. The crust is very 
thin, foldable, and very nicely charred; the fla- 
vor was good but rather indistinct. The sauce 
is superb and applied sparingly, as it should 
be. Made from crushed tomatoes with a good 
balance of acid vs. sweet, it has assertive gar- 
lic flavor (a good thing). The cheese is 100% 
whole-milk and distributed lightly, revealing 
a dappling of red sauce underneath. The sau- 
sage is sliced, with excellent flavor; the texture 
is firm (bordering on a little tough), with good 
hints of fennel and heat. We called our order 
in for pickup, and it did take about 10 min- 
utes longer than the 20 minutes advised. 



At Salvation, it’s all about the pizza, with 
bruschetta, garlic bread, and a mixed green 
salad as the only other savory food options. 
There’s ample room to dine in, either inside 
the building or on the deck out front. A lunch 
special offers two slices, a salad, and a drink for 
$5.99. Fans of the thin style, who believe that 
less is more, will definitely love this pie. - M.V

Hoboken sits on the west side of Red River, 
next to Bull McCabe’s, and is owned by Jason 
Daniels and Matt Getchell. Hoboken does 
14-inch and 20-inch “Jersey-inspired” pies (or 
by the slice), a rectangular Sicilian pie, and 
three different salads. There is limited space 
for dining inside and semilimited parking for 
pickup, but they do deliver Downtown and 
will bring you a pie if you are in any of the 
local clubs (if the club permits, of course). 

There was a glitch with our order: Hoboken’s 
press said that they open at 11am, but when 
we called at 11am to place a pickup order, 
they had just turned on their ovens, which 
take considerable time to warm up. Noon-ish 
was a better time estimate; they now open at 
11:30am. We got a 14-inch pie ($12.50, or 8.1 
cents per square inch). The thin-style dough 
was a little chewy, with a refrigerated taste; we 
guessed that it was left over from the previous 
day. It had portions of nice char but could have 
cooked more evenly. Foldability was fine, but 
where the pizza had been portioned, it was like 
the dough was mashed at the cuts rather than 
sliced. The sauce was crushed tomatoes with 
a sweet finish and restrained garlic. Cheese 
was fine, with good strings, but tasted a little 
sharper than most. Sausage was a soft-textured 
version of the sliced variety, without much 
discernible taste of fennel, spiciness, or herbs. 

All in all, not our favorite pie, although they 
do have legions of devout fans. Maybe we were 
just too early, and Hoboken hadn’t yet found 
its groove that particular day. -M.V

The ambience of Hoeks Pizza is testoster- 
one incarnate: fevered death metal assaults 
the sensibilities at deafening volume, the 
walls throb blood-red and black, and the 
pizza boxes are emblazoned with a cartoon, 
lingerie-clad, pom-o-licious blonde. Although 
I am sure it can’t always be the case, the two 
televisions were blaring the most brutal scenes 
from Fight Club the night I went in. 

My brother would love this place. 

Hoeks (the name comes from the last name 
of Ren, the psychotic Chihuahua of Ren & 
Stimpy fame) was originally open from 1993 to 
2006 and always had a following in the enter- 
tainment district. This August it reopened in 
the old Torchy’s location on Sixth. Though 
the small interior is decidedly funky, the 
guy who makes and sells the pizza (possibly 
owner Jayson Adams, but it was too loud to 
inquire) was friendly and gracious and, best of 
all, competent. He had my pie baked, sliced, 
and boxed in less than 10 minutes, and the 
pizza is very good. The crust is well-made, 
yeasty, crisp on the bottom, but stretchy and 
chewy at the rim. The tart tomato sauce has 
prominent oregano, garlic, and red-pepper 
flavors and is applied judiciously. The cheese 
topping is thick, salty, and greasy (“but I don’t 
mean that in a bad way!” as comedian Dom 
Irrera says), and I imagine that if I were drunk 
and starving, it would taste like manna from 
heaven, because stone-cold sober this pizza 
tastes pretty good, too. The basic toppings are 
available (pepperoni, sausage, jalapenos, etc.) 
but nothing fancy. 

Twenty-four dollars a pie sounds a little 
expensive, but it’s a huge 20-inch pie, which 
comes out to just 7.6 cents per square inch. 
The pizza is sold primarily by the slice, in any 
case; the slices are generous and, at $3 a pop, 
are a perfectly good deal.

Perched on the southeast comer of Rose- 
wood and Angelina, East Side Pies is the 
brainchild of Michael Freid and Noah Polk. 
The interior is tiny, but there are small outside 
tables front and back. A glass counter holds an 
assortment of large pies, waiting to be heated 
up to sell by the slice. They have perhaps 
the most creative choices of specialty pizzas 
among the group, with a wide assortment 
of gourmet toppings available (jerk chicken, 
green chiles, goat cheese, habaneros, aspara- 
gus, sauerkraut, etc.). 

ESP features a thin, cracker-style cmst, 14 
inches or 18 inches, pressed with a dough roll- 
er - unique among the pizzerias reviewed here. 
It has a robust char, and the texture is crisp 
and crackling, softer and chewier as it cools. 
Pies are cut crisscross, rectangular instead of 
triangular, so some pieces lack an edge, making 
them a little messier to eat. The sauce is pureed 
tomatoes with subtle garlic and more sweetness 
than acidity. The cheese is 100% whole-milk 
mozzarella, with nice flavor and stringiness. 
The ratio of sauce to cheese is balanced and 
not overdone. ESP’s sausage is homemade and 
absolutely superb. Made in sheet pans and cut 
into cubes with nice fennel, heat, and garlic, it’s 


the best sausage that we tasted. Our pie was a 
14-inch half and half for $13.25, or 8.6 cents 
per square inch. 

We love that ESP carries the full range of 
Maine Root sodas; they go great with the pies. 
Other than pizzas, ESP offers garlic-bread 
knots (with Romano and parsley) and a Greek 
and garden salad. There are more than a few of 
the specialty combos that sound very tempt- 
ing, and they do deliver east of 1-35. - M . V

he from Argentina. They’ve made a name 
for themselves by selling their Empanadas 
La Boca at numerous venues around town, 


some 30 varieties in all. Pizzeria La Boca is 
their new venture: a small storefront in a tiny 
strip center at the northwest comer of Manor 
Road and Rogge Lane. It’s definitely a take-out 
operation, with a couple of chairs for waiting 
near the front door, although as friendly as 
they are, they’d make room for you in back if 
you wanted to dine in. They do offer delivery 
within a five-mile radius. 

This is a very high-quality pie, with a flavor- 
ful, thin cmst that’s got the perfect amount 
of chewiness; it folds nicely, with just a slight 
droop at the end and nice charring. The sauce 
is a simple and well-balanced crushed tomato, 
with just the right acidity and amount of 
garlic. The cheese is 100% whole-milk moz- 
zarella: full of flavor with proper stringiness. 
The cmmbled sausage has a nice taste, with 
background heat and fennel, but the texture is 
a little soft. If we could fault this pie, it would 
only be from having too much cheese (14 
inches, $12.49, or 8.1 cents per square inch). 

Pizzeria La Boca has a small menu of classic 
and gourmet pizzas with a large list of topping 
options, as well as calzone and stromboli and 
a menu of pasta dinners ($3.50 to $12, includ- 
ing gnocchi Bolognese for $12). Look for La 
Boca’s wonderful empanadas, pizzas, and des- 
serts at both the Sunset Valley and Downtown 
farmers’ markets, or call in for takeout or 
delivery. This is a superb pizza, and we will 
be back for more, with a side of gnocchi.

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SHE’S MY HEROINE 

Happy birthday to three 
of cinema’s femmest fatales

“I have a gift for enraging people, but if I ever bore you, it will be 
with a knife.” - Louise Brooks 

Try, if you can, to imagine a world in which three of the silver 
screen’s most iconic ingenues - silent siren Louise Brooks, Forties 
femme Veronica Lake, and fanboy B-goddess Sandahl Bergman - 
never existed. A nightmare scenario, right? (And curious, isn’t it, that 
all three came into existence on the same day - Nov. 14?) 

Without Brooks’ Bernice-bobbed bangs and slinky smolder, there 
would be a whole lot fewer Suicide Girl suffragettes roaming the 
night and going all turnabout-is-fair-play on bad boys everywhere. 

Take a gander at either one of her famous films for German director 
G.W. Pabst, Pandora's Box and Diary of a Lost Girl, and you’ll witness 
the birth of the iconic, dark, outsider femme template. Both of 
Brook’s Pabst pairings are sexily dire exercises in feminine wiles and 
the repercussions they incite on both sides of the gender divide: 

Men and women come up equally doomed in the long run. It’s an 
echo of Brooks’ own, self-hewn outsider status at that point in her 
short cinematic career. Smart as a kitten with a whip and twice as 
feisty, Brooks was unofficially banished from Tinseltown in 1928 
after appearing in William Wellman’s Beggars of Life. Her crime? The 
lady was too damn intelligent to play by the already-galvanized boys 
club rules of pre-Depression Hollywood. Brooksie got the last laugh, 
though. Her 1982 memoir/collection, Lulu in Hollywood, cemented 
her bad rap as the best rep a girl can have, creating an enduring 
Brooksian mythos and proving her to be an intellectual bombshell of 
the first order. 

A world minus a Veronica Lake in it is equally, fundamentally 
wrong and certainly less alluring. Once you get past the velvet snare 
of Lake’s cascading blond tresses (and good luck to you if you try), 
the come-hither pout, and the smart-alecky sass that made Preston 
Sturges, Alan Ladd, future husband Andre de Toth, and pretty much 
every guy in the world fall in lust with this first and foremost of all 
the Brooklyn queens, you find a remarkable actor, calibrated for flaw- 
less performance. Offscreen, she was known for being a handful, 
and her third act, involving booze, IRS woes, and paranoia, was far 
less pretty than the face in the mirror. But onscreen? She more than 


held her own, even against Ladd’s vengeful killer, Philip Raven, in the 
best of all possible noirs, This Gun for Hire. “You tried to kill that 
girl,” Raven snarls at an oily, protesting Laird Cregar. “That girl’s my 
friendl" Bang! Right in the kisser. 

Which brings us to Sandahl Bergman. She’s never been regarded 
in quite the same light as Brooks or Lake, but it’s easy to forget that 
the former pair made their share of less-than-brilliant career moves 
when you’re blinded by the supernova of their megawatt charisma. 
Bergman’s the only one of our three birthday shout-outs to still be 
treading the boards, and her third act is yet to be determined in full. 
She’s probably best known these days as leggy swordswoman 
Valeria, Conan the Barbarian’s main squeeze (and the one who not 
only steals the barbarian’s heart but saves his life, as well). 
Detractors might be onto something when they point to her semirigid 
acting in Milius’ blood-and-thunder magnum opus, sure, but it pays 
to recall also her showstopping, pulse-quickening performance 
against Roy Scheider’s equally mesmerizing portrayal as Bob Fosse’s 
stand-in, Joe Gideon (for which he would be nominated for an 
Oscar), in 1979’s All That Jazz. And then there’s her turn in Xanadu, 
as a muse to the beat of ELO. Not exactly a classic, we’ll grant you, 
but we also dare you to turn away. Not so easy is it? And a damn 
sight prettier. Happy birthday, one and all. ■ 


FJA 4-EVER Famous Monster of Filmland gravely ill 


Ain't It Cool News and a host 
of online blogs reported last 
week that the world’s oldest 
monster kid, Forrest J Ackerman, 
is gravely ill and not expected to 
recover. You might not know his 
name, but the nearly 92-year-old 
writer, film scholar/historian/ 
preservationist, and sometime 
actor affectionately known 
throughout the fantastic-film-lov- 
ing universe as “Forry” is the 
reason you abbreviate science 
fiction as “sci-fi”: He coined the 
term in 1954, melding the 
lengthier, Hugo Gernsback- 
derived genre term to the then- 
popular slang “hi-fi” (for “high 
fidelity,” natch). 


“Big deal,” you say. “Anyone 
can coin a catchword.” True 
dat. But as the editor of the 
legendary shriek-show mag 
Famous Monsters of Filmland, 
few others had more pop-cul- 
tural impact on the 20th centu- 
ry’s up-and-coming monster- 
movie-makers and genre writ- 
ers than Forry. Those who 
count him among their biggest 
influences range from Stephen 
King to Steven Spielberg, Joe 
Dante to Jose Mojica Marins 
(of Coffin Joe fame). Those 
who he’s repped during his 
years as a literary agent 
include A.E. Van Vogt, Isaac 
Asimov, and best pal Ray 


Bradbury, not to mention a pre- 
Scientology L. Ron Hubbard. 

An averred secular humanist 
who nonetheless passed on 
his love of the bizarre, the 
strange, and the altogether 
ooky, Forry’s responsible for 
more good old-fashioned 
monster-lovin’ fun than 
anyone this side of Stan 
Lee. (Heck, he even owns 
the signet ring Bela Lugosi 
wore in Tod Browning’s original 
1931 Draculal )

WILD COMBINATION: A 
PORTRAIT OF ARTHUR RUSSELL 

Plexifilm, $24.99 

When Arthur Russell passed away from AIDS 
in 1992, his music was little-known outside of 
the NYC underground scene and cadre of elite 
avant-garde composers. Since Audika Records 
began reissuing his work four years ago, how- 
ever, Russell has posthumously attracted a 
fervent following, and Matt Wolf’s documentary 
arrives in the midst of this swell 
in demand to know more about 
the eccentric artist with the 
uncanny cello and hauntingly 
displaced vocals. Russell’s 
music was wildly eclectic; 
he collaborated with experi- 
mental composer Philip Glass 
and poet Allen Ginsberg and 
was involved in New York’s disco- 
evolving club scene in the late 1970s. 
Wolf expertly matches both Russell’s intricate 
ambient textures and dance-floor beats with 
impressionistic, grainy montages, though it 
is his attempt to balance the inseparable 
aspects of the man with the artist that drives 
the film. Following Russell from his unlikely 
rural Iowa upbringing to 1960s San Francisco 
and then his ultimate creative epicenter in 
New York, the documentary moves too swiftly 
through Russell’s early years but compensates 
with deeply personal interviews with his par- 
ents and his partner, 

Tom Lee. The portrait 
that emerges is of an 
auteur caught between 
worlds: the heartland 
he grew up in and the 
vibrant NYC artistic 
community he helped 
foster; the ambitious 
genius of his work and 
self-defeating paranoia 
of success; his deep 
love for Lee and his need for isolation and 
withdrawal from the world. The film includes 
footage of performances and unreleased 
songs, brutal and beautiful, from Russell’s 
final years, as AIDS overtook his body. Wolf 
leaves with an eye toward Russell’s legacy, 
with Glass, Ginsberg, David Toop, and the 
Modern Lovers’ Ernie Brooks all arguing the 
revolutionary nature of his music and the art- 
ist as always ahead of his time, while Swedish 
indie-popster Jens Lekman and Audika’s Steve 
Knutson consider his contemporary influence. 
Wolf has presented a moving and vital docu- 
ment of an extraordinary artist whose work is 
only just now beginning to receive the attention 
it deserves. - Doug Freeman

Watching Charlie Kaufman try to work it all out

arguably the world’s most celebrated contem- 
porary screenwriter, but this film - a dizzying 
exploration of mortality, romance, regret, and 
the creative process - marks his first time in 
the director’s chair. As the face of the film, he 
must shoulder the promotional process all on 
his own, this despite being famously press- 
shy. So Charlie Kaufman is tired. He is tired, 
he is cold, and he is feeling down. 

The night before, he showed his film to a 
packed Paramount Theatre, in conjunction 
with the Austin Film Festival, and received 
a standing ovation. “I mean, you know,” 
he cautions, “not everyone in the audience 
stood.” He will do this again and again in 
our conversation on an early morning in a 
chilly theatre at the Alamo at the Ritz - say 
something, then dial it down. Equivocate, 
reword, caution, apply caveat. He is feeling 
gun-shy. He has been burned. He says the 
day before, he decided it was time to stop 
reading the reviews. 

But first, back to the screening at 
the Paramount. 

“Afterwards, people came up to me. And 
one guy said, ‘I’m a big tough guy from 
Texas’ - he was like a real jocky-looking guy, 
the guys that scare me ’cause of my history 
with guys like that, you know? - and he said: 
‘I’m a big tough guy from Texas, and this 
movie made me cry out of both of my eyes. 
So thank you.’ And that was really sweet. And 
I was like, just because of my history in the 
world and my relationship to people like that 
and my background - and I say ‘people like 
that’ just because of what he said he was and 
what he looked like. I didn’t know who he was 
at all. Clearly a very decent person. Just, it’s 
a very generous thing to do, to come out and 
say that, and I really appreciated it.” 

He spends another minute talking about 
how nice the man was to say the nice things 
and then finishes with, “I went back to the 
hotel, and I was kind of depressed still.” 

Anyone who has seen a Charlie Kaufman 
picture - Being John Malkovich, Adaptation., 
Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind, take 
your pick - will recognize the same depres- 
sive streak. That glass-half-empty outlook has 
carried over from film to film - which isn’t to 
say that they don’t also have the capacity for 
great joy, an impish sense of play. They are 
often consumed with the act of artistic cre- 
ation and how that creation is a reflection of 
the creator himself, even an assessment of his 
worth in the world. Synecdoche explodes that 
conceit with its lead, Caden Cotard (played 
by Philip Seymour Hoffman), a self-defeating, 
chronically ill theatre director who stages a 


monumental piece of ongoing performance 
art - a decades-long retelling of his own 
life, as it happens, cast by actors who over 
time become characters in their own right in 
Caden’s life/play and thus earn the right to be 
played by actors, too. Kaufman’s detractors 
will call it more tail-chasing - and to be fair, 
he kicked the door open to that kind of criti- 
cism by making the lead of 2002 ’s Adaptation. 
a writer named Charlie Kaufman. Still, you’d 
be hard-pressed to find another screenwriter 
whose characters are so willfully confused, by 
critics and audiences alike, with their creator. 
When I ask him how he responds to that 
complaint, he takes his time with the answer, 
knowing full well how easily manipulated 
sound bites can be. 

“I have to be very careful how I say this, 
because then this will be taken potentially 
in some other form.” He pauses again. “The 
movies are me. And by that I mean I’m putting 
myself into the movies. It doesn’t mean I’m 
Caden; it doesn’t mean I’m any of the other 
characters. The feelings and the emotions and 
desires and neediness or whatever expressed 
in the movie is me trying to be very honest. 

“And I feel like this stuff is me, and in a way 
I’m saying ... accept me.” He laughs. “You 
know? Or something.” 



one was selling movies at Cannes, and for 
some reason, it stuck to us as an indication 
that this movie was somehow problematic. . . . 
So that’s been sort of represented in various 
articles as ‘mixed reviews at Cannes,’ which 
is not even true. And now it’s like, ‘all bad 
reviews out of Cannes.’” 

(It is worth noting that since its lim- 
ited release several weeks ago, Synecdoche has 
indeed received mixed reviews, which is an 
exceedingly tame way of describing the kind 
of emotions the film incites. It is also worth 
noting that I think Synecdoche is brilliant, bru- 
talizing, occasionally inscrutable, and some of 


“You can’t let yourself be vulnerable to people that 
you don’t know, because you don’t know where they’re 
coming from.

Charlie Kaufman is big on truth. A good 
deal of our talk is dedicated to a venting, 
pure and simple, of his frustrations with the 
press. Part of it comes down to the inevitable 
discomfort of a private man thrust into the 
public arena. But it cuts deeper than that. It’s 
anger at the way - especially in the age of the 
Internet - a lie, or even simply a misrepresen- 
tation, can be repeated for so long that eventu- 
ally it calcifies into widely accepted fact. 

“For an example,” he says, “that we 
received mostly bad reviews out of Cannes. 
Which is just not true. There was a sort of 
contextual thing that happened at Cannes, 
where we didn’t sell the movie, because no 


the most cathartic couple of hours I’ve spent 
in the dark of a theatre.) 

Later, Kaufman circles back to the 
same frustrations. 

“You know like with Eternal Sunshine, peo- 
ple would say things with authority - that my 
movies had no heart before Eternal Sunshine 
and, ‘Clearly, you know, it’s [director] Michel 
Gondry and Pierre Bismuth [who is co -cred- 
ited with the story idea] ’ - this guy who had 
nothing to do with the movie and got an Oscar 
for it, which I can’t tell you how infuriating 
that was, because he’s going around talking 
about the movie as if he wrote it. That [people 
say] clearly they’re the people who brought 
the emotion to my writing, and it’s like, no. 


Okay? No. That’s not what happened. And 
you can maybe speculate that maybe that’s 
what happened. So long as you frame it as 
a speculation, I guess that’s fair. But to say 
that you know something - because then 
what happens is, it kind of goes out into the 
Internet, and people just repeat it, and all of a 
sudden, there’s no source to it - it just is.” 

At least no one can accuse him of throw- 
ing stones; he held himself to the same 
(maybe-impossible) standard of truth-telling 
when adapting Susan Orlean’s nonfiction 
book The Orchid Thief: A True Story of Beauty 
and Obsession. 

“For me, when I was writing Adaptation., 
one of the main reasons I got stuck, and one 
of the main reasons I included myself in it, was 
because I was in a position that felt enormously 
unethical to me. Because I was putting words 
into real people’s mouths, and I didn’t know 
how to do that. I’m not going to say, ‘Susan 
Orlean said this,’ and I’m not going to say that 
she had this happen to her when she didn’t. So 
I came up with the idea that the only way that I 
can frame this is to say that I’m saying that she 
said this. This is clearly a fiction. And then I felt 
comfortable saying whatever I wanted - that 
she was a murderer.” 

I ask him if he had similar reservations 
with Confessions of a Dangerous Mind, which 
he adapted from former Gong Show host 
Chuck Barris’ much-contested autobiography, 
in which he claimed he’d been an undercover 
CIA assassin. 

“I didn’t have the same problem with Chuck 
Barris. The only reason I was interested in that, 
and the only reason I took it, was because I 
thought he was lying. And I was interested in 
the notion that, first of all, he said it, and he’s 
lying, so it’s okay for me to lie. And second of 
all, I was interested in the notion that he was 
lying. ... I was like, why is this guy - if he is 
making this up, which I think he is - why is 
this his fantasy? You know? Which is basically 
a 10-year- old’s fantasy, written by a 50-year-

old. And he wasn’t winking. He wasn’t making fun of himself. 
It was like, no, this is clearly what made him feel like, if he said 
this, his life would be more valuable, more valid, than it was if 
he actually said he did what he did do.” 

In the Charlie Kaufman canon, Confessions of a Dangerous Mind 
has always felt like something of an anomaly, a less intensely per- 
sonal work, but then, there it is, right there in his own words, the 
through line: the exploration of what makes our lives valuable, 
what makes our lives valid. But valuable, and valid, to whom?

Charlie Kaufman wrote the lyrics to several 
songs in the film (scored by Jon Brion and per- 
formed with an instant-standard, whispery 
croon by Deanna Storey). In a film packed with 
befuddlements - a house forever engulfed in 
flames, tanks that overrun the streets of Caden’s 
sprawling city-stage - the lyrics to “Little Person” 
are perhaps the most transparent expression of 
Caden’s wants, needs, and sense of self-worth. 
And again, not to confuse the man with the art, 
but there’s something there, in that twinning of 
Caden’s feelings of smallness and yearning for 
greatness put up against Kaufman’s own push 
and pull - between the desire to block it all out 
and the very human hunger for acknowledg- 
ment. 

“I think everybody wants some kind of positive reinforcement, 
obviously, but that really raises the stakes when you’re putting 
yourself out there on such a large canvas. You might be getting a 
lot more self-affirmation than a lot of people do, but you’re also 
leaving yourself open to a lot more ...” 

He trails off, then picks up the thread again in stops and starts. 

“Yeah. I think. I don’t know. I think I am, and then the ques- 
tion is raised ...” He stops again, self-censoring. “And now I 
feel like I’m so gun-shy right now, and I haven’t been, and I’m 
trying to not say things that are gonna, you know, make me 
regret what I’ve said.” He gives a short laugh. 


I’m just a little person 
One person in a sea 
Of many little people 
Who are not aware of me 


“But the question is also, what type of person does that? You 
know, who I am to begin with, that I would do that, and how 
much vulnerable or needy of a person might I be because I am 
doing that? Am I begging for something and then feeling the 
rejection, or whatever, more immediately, because of who I am 
going in, that I would do this? 

“Henry Miller said, I read [it] once and it stuck with me, 
[that] he realized at one point that everything that he had 
written he could have just as comfortably written the exact 
opposite and been right, or true. And I feel that way, too. I say 
things, and I’m a mass of contradictions, and I have a million 
arguments in the other direction about why I do what I do. 
I actually try to include that, try to make characters complex 
enough that they may contain all those contradictions.” 

There is a telling line near the end of Synecdoche, when a 
voice whispers into Caden’s ear, “There is no one watching 
you, and there never was.” Taken out of context, it might 
read terribly despairing, but in fact, the effect, I think, is 
something akin to the ecstasy of the newly converted. Only 
it’s ecstasy in the absence - of a parent, a lover, a god, an 
audience. In a film that must use the word “lonely” a dozen 
times or more, there’s great relief in an end-of-the-line 
owning up to our fundamental aloneness. But saying and 
doing are two different things entirely, and even if we say 
no one is watching, that doesn’t mean we’ll stop playing 
to an audience, real or imagined - that we’ll give up on 
the hope of an audience, if only an audience of one. Even 
Charlie Kaufman.

Dust in the Wind 

To borrow a phrase from Bruce Springsteen, devils 
and dust filled the air at Waterloo Park last weekend for 
the third annual Fun Fun Fun Fest. Though not as bad as 
the infamous Dust Bowl at the 2005 Austin City Limits 
Music Festival, the dust knocked the Ice Cream Man 
and a few of the Chronicle staffers out of commission on 
Sunday and lent a bit of Depression-era authenticity to the 
civic protests howled by Against Mel’s Tom Gabel. Aside 
from the ground conditions, which event organizer Graham 
Williams pledged backstage to improve by next year, FFFF 
was a raging success.

In 1982, Bad Brains infamously stole from and van- 
dalized the home of the Big Boys’ Randy “Biscuit” 
Turner with hateful, homophobic slurs. A small Internet- 
based movement was actually launched to get the New 
York hardcore band booted from last weekend’s bill. 

That said, H.R. and company provided a vicious and fit- 
ting end to Fun Fun Fun Fest 2008, sounding hopped 
up on Leftover Crack and closing with a classic cou- 
pling of “Pay to Cum” and “I Against I.” It was as close 
to an apology as the city of Austin will ever get.

Named after his smash 
second single from 1999’s comeback col- 
laborations collection, Supernatural, the 
franchise restaurant is the fourth of its 
kind and resembles one of Willie Nelson’s 
Texas Roadhouse eateries more than a 
Hard Rock Cafe. Culinary partner 
Roberto Santibahez previously served as 
executive chef at Fonda San Miguel, and 
OTR personally recommends seafood gua- 
camole and soft duck tacos, which are 
topped with a heavenly roasted tomato-

“The universal language of Bob Marley, Marvin Gaye, or John 
Lennon - I represent them because I’m still alive,” Santana said. “Mick 
Jagger, Paul McCartney, and Elton John have been knighted by the queen. 

I got knighted by Bob Dylan, who said to me, ‘You’re one of the few that con- 
tinue to uphold the principles of the real hippies of the Sixties.’”

Musicians, which has provided low-cost 
medical and mental-health services to more 
than 1,300 members to date, announced 
this week that its third annual HAAM 
Benefit Day on Oct. 7 raised $150,000 
through donations and a challenge grant 
from Wofford Denius and the Cain 
Foundation.

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Entering the living room of Robert Harrison’s 
South Austin residence feels like stumbling 
through the looking glass onto the set of a 
children’s television program. Purple curtains 
hang from antiquated gold rods on walls of sky 
blue, while two of Harrison’s dreams spring to 
life from adjacent corners of the room: a pack 
of alpacas emerging from the ocean, overseen 
by a distant satellite, and a human body with 
a horse’s head offering an apple three-quarters 
green and one-quarter red. 

Everything’s arranged to the point of per- 
fection, from the rack of ties tucked behind 
a couch to the sculpture of Mozart as a court 
jester that smiles from atop an old piano that’s 
detailed in varying pink-and-yellow patterns 
of stripes and polka dots, a design created by 
Harrison’s daughter. The cascades of color cast 
an iridescent glow about the room, as if unlock- 
ing the imaginary crossroads of Dr. Seuss and 
the Beatles’ psychedelic Pepperland. 

“I’ve always felt close to childhood, and 
this room is an extension of that,” smiles 
Harrison, perked up in a white corduroy chair, 
his shoulder-length brown hair tucked behind 
his ears. “Children have the ability to consider 
at all times the possibility that things might 
be perfect, and that’s really the truth that 
we begin to part from as we get older. When 
people come into this space, that’s the part of 
their mind that I invite them to connect with. 

“It’s hard to walk in and take yourself too 
seriously.” 

Harrison taps into similar dimensions as 
the leader of Future Clouds & Radar. The 
local quartet, completed by bassist Josh Zarbo, 
keyboardist Hollie Thomas, and drummer 


Darin Murphy, crafts kaleidoscopic pop enliv- 
ened by studio experimentation and expansive 
arrangements. With sophomore LP Peoria, 
released nationally last Tuesday on Harrison’s 
Star Apple Kingdom label, the group widens 
its scope even further, unraveling a spectral 
and spiritual meditation on mortality, bent 
through a prism of its genre idioms. 

“I’m happiest when I’m 
pursuing innocence and 
when I’m offering an avenue 
for other people to do the 
same,” Harrison opines. “I 
enjoy the more decorative 
aspects of creation and putting things into a 
form that are going to mesmerize or intrigue 
me. Maybe that’s the reason for my com- 
mercial failure. I never have a vision for how 
something is going to make a home for itself 
in the world at large.” 


The Big Picture 

Harrison’s always been guided by voices. He 
describes most of his childhood in Auburn, 
Ala., as a fairy-tale escape into worlds of his 
own creation, one later aided by the poetry of 
Shelley, Keats, and Byron. Harrison relocated 
to Austin in the late 1980s, taking up work at 
a local monastery where he 
befriended local children’s 
entertainer Joe McDermott. 

Under the alias of Cotton 
Mather, the infamous Puritan 
preacher from the Salem 
witch trials, Harrison began writing avant-garde 
music with a cellist. By his own admission, his 
compositions gave most people a headache. 

“The city was quite different then,” recalls 
Harrison, who received a degree in religious 
studies from the University of Virginia. “For 


better or worse, the Austin music community 
is very aware now that it’s being observed on 
a national level, but that didn’t use to be the 
case. It wasn’t so self-conscious. You could do 
whatever the hell you wanted.” 

By the time Cotton Mather released its 
proper debut on Elm Records, 1994’s Cotton 
Is King, the group had evolved into a standard 
fourpiece, churning out quirky alt-rock gems 
defined as much by Harrison’s instantly famil- 
iar melodies as his tight interplay with lead 
guitarist and backing vocalist Whit Williams. 
The band’s breakthrough second LP, 1997’s 
Kontiki, primarily recorded by Harrison on a 
four-track for $400, proved a brilliant, lo-fi 
collage of power-pop and Rubber Soul, only a 
half-step behind the new wave of British gui- 
tar rock being ushered in at the time by Blur 
and Oasis. In fact, the latter’s Liam Gallagher 
championed the album, reportedly claim- 
ing, “I wish we had made it; I play it all the 
time.” Cotton Mather later opened for Oasis 
throughout Europe, Kontiki picked up a year 
later in the UK by the Rainbow Quartz label. 

“England is a much easier market to crack,” 
Harrison surmises. “If you knock over one 
town, you’re done. Everything else follows. We 
made a big splash in London, and that was it.” 

Despite critical acclaim on both sides of the 
Atlantic, frequent lineup changes and a lack 
of distribution here in the States prevented 
the group from breaking out of the American 
underground. Cotton Mather’s third and 
final album, The Big Picture, was finished in 
2001 but never properly released in the U.S., 
though Harrison now considers re-releasing 
the disc along with its predecessor through his 
Star Apple Kingdom imprint. Williams left the 
band two years later, sealing the group’s fate 
for good. 

“We were surrounded by a group of people 
willing to give us money to fail,” Harrison says 
of his early dealings with record labels. “There 
were no villains, and there were no victims. 
There were just too many people trying too 
hard to find the magic key to unlock the solu- 
tion of success. What I learned about myself is 
that I don’t believe in those kinds of solutions, 
that there’s a magic phone call that’s going to 
come in that’s going to change my life like a 
fairy godmother. My peace of mind is some- 
thing that has to exist on its own terms.”

Robert Harrison on ‘The Bride of Light’ 


The Bride of Light’ was the first piece conceived for the new record 
and actually predates the 18 -day writing and recording episode which 
became Peoria. I cooked it up a month earlier, one cold afternoon in St. 
Louis while walking about some museum grounds in an effort to distract 
myself from the nervousness I felt in anticipation of a solo acoustic show 
I was to give that night. When the Peoria concept took shape a month or 
so later, I retooled the lyrics to marry some vaguely Wordsworthian verse 
with a narrative recounting our pilgrimage to Peoria in search of guid- 
ance from America’s test-marketing Delphic oracle. Lyrically, it was to be 
the record’s centerpiece and tie all strands neatly together. 

“When I was a kid, I used to build model airplanes, but it was 
really the plastic molding trees that held the parts I was after. I 


used to build hideous edifices out of the molding, no doubt 
inspired by the glue fumes. Later when I moved to Austin, I 
became completely obsessed with scaffolding. I collected it and 
stashed it in my back yard, where it just sat doing nothing 
because I thought it was so beautiful on its own. Eventually, I 
abandoned my scaffolding collection, leaning it against a fence in 
Crestview when I tired of toting it around Austin. Somehow 
extracting the narrative centerpiece from this record and leaving 
only the supporting pieces to function alone touches me in exactly 
the same way all that old scaffolding did. Absence suggesting 
wholeness perhaps.”

FUTURE CLOUDS 
& RADAR 

Peoria (The Star 
Apple Kingdom) 

Following up 2007’s 
eponymous double-disc 
debut, Peoria finds 
Future Clouds & Radar 
distilling principal Robert Flarrison’s pure pop 
ambition into a concentrated storybook salvo that 
ends just under the 30-minute mark. It’s a little 
like XTC going backward to squeeze Skylarking out 
of Oranges & Lemons. A synthetic beat straight 
outta grandma’s Kimball Swinger organ brings 
opener “The Epcot View” to life at a languid pace 
that builds toward a wistful, majestic chorus. As 
the song fades, Flarrison’s hypnotic guitar riff is 
supplemented by random electronic spurts and 
sputters that articulate the lack of transcendent 
vision lamented in the lyrics. “Mummified” is a 
seven-minute epic structured around a harrowing 
yet sensual downward spiral that embodies the 
notion of being consumed by longing. Similarly 
themed, “Eighteen Months” finds FC&R switch- 
ing to full-bodied rock mode, complete with a 
horn-fueled chorus. “The Mortal” bends from 
pastoral to prog at the bridge like some lost art- 
rock classic of the 1970s that got airplay only in 
the wee hours before “Follow the Crane” breezily 
arcs skyward for a hopeful ending. Even without 
its predecessor’s encyclopedic girth as a selling 
point, Peoria succeeds at moving Flarrison’s pro- 
lific, high-minded sense of musical adventure to 
higher ground. Sometimes less is more.

All Things Must Pass 

Following the demise of Cotton Mather, 
Harrison took a sojourn with his family 
into the Hill Country. Secluded by nature, 
he began to put a buffer on the past and 
contemplate the road ahead. For nearly two 
years, he didn’t touch a guitar. 

“I did a lot of soul searching,” he con- 
cedes. “I had a lot of questions within my 
own spiritual quest about the worthiness and 
the intelligence of putting all my energy into 
the music business. ... I went 
into a long meditation on what 
I should do next. I considered 
all kinds of other vocational 
directions, and they all looked 
appealing to me.” 

In late 2004, Harrison 
began hatching the idea for 
Future Clouds & Radar, a 
loose collective of indepen- 
dent artists that could help 
bring his fanciful visions to fruition. He 
accumulated a short list of collaborators 
that included the Tosca String Quartet, 
Carrie Clark of Sixteen Deluxe, and the 
Summer Wardrobe’s Jon Sanchez. Due part- 
ly to the discomfort caused by a recent car 
accident, Harrison started writing a fresh 
batch of songs on the ukulele, the melodic 
potential of the instrument further sparking 
his creativity. 


“I realized I needed to do more than re- 
arrange the furniture; I needed to put a new 
coat of paint on the room,” Harrison muses. 
“My goal was to create music that couldn’t 
be boxed in, that had all entrances and exits 
available. I wanted to make a record and 
statement that this group will do whatever 
the hell it wants and get back to making 
the kind of experimental music I was first 
interested in.” 

Future Clouds & Radar debuted last year 
with a sprawling and eponymous double 


album, a magical mystery tour that sailed 
through seas of time, science, monsters, 
and holes. Ambitious but not overwrought, 
the 27-song collection showed flashes of 
the Flaming Lips’ orbital bliss, the desul- 
tory brilliance of Big Star circa Third/Sisters 
Lovers, and the bristling eclecticism of Elvis 
Costello, with radiant instrumental inter- 
ludes and tangents into glam-garage rock 
and pastoral psych-folk. Harp magazine her- 


alded the band as the Debut/New Artist of 
Year and charted the album at No. 4 in its 
2007 best-of list. 

“The double record is a challenge, a real 
commitment for all parties involved,” Harrison 
said over tea at Jo’s Coffee last December. “I 
felt a renewed sense of freedom and celebra- 
tion with music. This was a body of work that 
kind of revealed itself in one swoop. That’s 
where we wanted to put the bar. 

“There’s an innocence to the experience 
that recalls a time when music was less about 
commodity and more about the 
actual process of discovery.” 

The Epcot View 

Situated on the Illinois River, 
Peoria is widely regarded as the 
test-marketing capital of the world 
thanks to its balanced and eclectic 
demographic. The metropolitan 
area also serves as the metaphori- 
cal backdrop for Future Clouds & Radar’s 
new album of the same name, bringing into 
question the worthiness of mortal accom- 
plishment and mainstream acceptance. 

Peoria was originally conceived as a collabo- 
ration with neurotic indie rock duo the Fiery 
Furnaces, but the plans were scrapped when 
a deadline for completion was imposed by 
noted mixer Dave Fridmann (Mercury Rev, the 
Flaming Lips, MGMT), who set aside six days 



On a spiritual and philosophical level, 
Peoria gravitates toward The Dark Side 
of the Moon, at times sounding like Pink 
Floyd interpreting William Wordsworth’s 
“Ode: Intimations of Immortality From 
Recollections of Early Childhood.” 
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in late February to work on the project. Racing 
against the clock, the newly minted FC&R 
quartet wrote and recorded the 
entire album in three weeks of 
marathon sessions at Harrison’s 
home studio, a converted step- 
down garage and separate con- 
trol room that’s packed to the 
brim with vintage tape reels 
and amplifiers. 

“The whole making of 
the record is a blur,” admits 
Harrison. “I spent a lot of time 
in the mornings as I was wak- 
ing up more or less in a state 
of prayer. It seemed impossible 
the way everything kept falling 
into place. It was like I went 
outside with an empty cup, 
and the skies just opened. It 
was a beautiful downpour.” 

From the gorgeous haze 
of “Old Edmund Ruffin” to 
the electro-shock awakening 
of skuzzy R&B in “Eighteen 
Months,” there’s an immediacy 
to Peoria unlike anything in 
Harrison’s catalog, spotlighting 
some of his most expressive 
guitar work to date. The eight- 
song collection takes advantage of the long- 
player format, creating enough space for each 
reverie and rumination to blossom. Industrial 


instrumental “Mortal 926” exorcizes ghosts 
from the machines, while “The Mortal” chan- 
nels John Lennon through a 
fishbowl of reverb that evapo- 
rates into a progressive beat- 
scape of percussion and plucked 
strings. Fridmann’s polish adds 
cinematic grandeur. 

On a spiritual and philo- 
sophical level, though, Peoria 
gravitates toward The Dark Side 
of the Moon, at times sound- 
ing like Pink Floyd interpret- 
ing William Wordsworth’s 
“Ode: Intimations of Im- 

mortality From Recollections 
of Early Childhood,” particu- 
larly on the album centerpiece 
“Mummified.” The eerie, seven- 
minute ballad slowly decom- 
poses into a heap of nonlinear 
piano runs, lunar transmis- 
sions, and scribbles of guitar. 
Yet even when expounding 
on existential ideas or drifting 
into the ether, Future Clouds 
& Radar always radiate with 
transcendent splendor. 

“I’ve been blessed with a cer- 
tain psychic freedom and the 
ability to bring thought to form,” Harrison 
concludes with a wink. “I swear this record 
can make you high.” ■ 
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ADOLESCENTS 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

Old punks never die; they just don’t leap 
as high as they used to. Which explains why 
Adolescents original guitarist Frank Agnew 
recruited his son, Frank Jr., to handle backup 
shredder duties. Like father, like son: This 
snarky apple not only missed falling far from 
the proverbial tree, he’s actually grown into a 
far more impressive chunk of timber. Opening 
SoCal barrage “OC Confidential” set the tone, 
walloping, twin-guitar harmonics overlaid with 
Tony Cadena’s exuberantly snotty vocals and 
backed by beach buoyant harmonizing. The 
already sizable circle pit went straight through 
the looking glass into the opening sequence 
from The Decline of Western Civilization as the 
chiming chords of “Amoeba” penetrated the 
new dust bowl that is Waterloo Park, the audi- 
ence very nearly drowning out the band on the 
chorus. Ditto that only more so for 1981’s “Rip 
It Up,” “Wrecking Crew,” and righteously iconic 
set closer “Kids of the Black Hole,” which 
enveloped the crowd like some primal, teenage 
harbinger, sucking all the haze away, leaving 
naught but fun and more fun. - Marc Savlov 



THE DEAD MILKMEN 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 | 

With a suddenness that surprised everyone, < 
including the sound booth, the Dead Milkmen > 
leapt back to life Saturday night by opening with 1 
“Punk Rock Girl.” The swirling mass in front 
of the stage sung along to the unlikely starter 
with loyal ferocity, which nearly made up for 
sound reminiscent of rec-room stereo speakers 
with blown woofers. No one ever worshipped 
the Milkmen for their quadraphonic prowess, 
fortunately. From there, Philly’s reunited scruff- 
punk titans revisited 1985 with “Tiny Town” and 
“Serrated Edge” from Big Lizard in My Backyard, 
the quartet’s Texas ties well-represented by 
“Tacoland” and Daniel Johnston’s “Rocketship.” 
Rodney Anonymous hijacked the lyrics to “Right 
Wing Pigeons” by rhyming “Sarah Palin” with 
“blew all the roadies from Van Flalen” before 
toasting Obama’s victory with Reagan-era ado- 
lescent anthems “Bitchin’ Camaro” and “V.F.W. 
(Veterans of a Fucked Up World).” During the 
first of two encores, Anonymous attempted to 
simultaneously play keyboards and crowd surf, 
a stunt that ended with the keyboard donated 
to a lucky audience member. - Greg Beets 



DEERHOOF 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

“It’s like Blonde Redhead meets ... 
Shellac?” a friend remarked halfway 
through Deerhoof’s set. No doubt the San 
Franciscans’ music generated its share of 
head-scratching, pigeonholing, and jokes, 
but that tag’s most likely due to the groove 
they’ve found. Singer Satomi Matsuzaki hit 
the stage in a tiger suit as the band tore into 
“Basket Ball Get Your Groove Back,” getting 
their art school ya-yas out before launch- 
ing into meatier fare from latest disc Offend 
Maggie. New guitarist Ed Rodriguez added 
much-needed muscle and form, the perfect 
pump for octopus drummer Greg Saunier and 
bassist John Dieterich on the melodic/chaotic 
“Buck and Judy.” Songs from The Runners 
Four and Friend Opportunity also showed up, 
but the quartet went back no further than 
that. Streamlining their present oeuvre has 
become a priority a decade into Deerhoof’s 
career, and Saturday night, aided by crystal- 
line sound, they proved perfectly comfortable 
being a rock & roll band, which may just be 
their strangest move yet. - Audra Schroeder 



EL PASO HOT BUTTON 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

Twisting and pushing the buffet of effects 
pedals at his feet and slapping the tambou- 
rine at his left shoulder, El Paso Hot Button 
accented his superlative one-man show with 
a thorough thrust of true love. With limbs 
weaving in every direction, he pushed sharp, 
bluesy rock from his Jag-Stang and foot- 
driven percussion through monitors that just 
wouldn’t stay in place. Fie seemed more than 
simply ambidextrous considering what it takes 
to direct brain signals to the appropriate mus- 
cles, which in this instance manifested itself 
in instruments that screamed at the audi- 
ence. Pogoing on and off of his stool provided 
just the right sound and speed for the hearty 
bass drum, bringing the set to almost tangible 
peaks and nadirs.

TIM FITE 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

The F3 Fest has generally placed a pre- 
mium on the off-kilter, but the bizarre sincer- 
ity of Tim Fite was a spectacle unto itself. 

Part carnival barker and part MC, Fite swung 
around the small Stage 4 with a wild-eyed, 
lurching gait, while his sidekick, Sexy Leroy, 
climbed the stacks and descended into the 
crowd. Musically, the duo delivered mostly 
from this year’s Fair Ain't Fair, skittering 
through the easy pop flow of songs like “Big 
Mistake,” “Yesterday’s Garden,” and the 
grooving “More Clothes,” though with only 
laptop accompaniment, the tunes felt some- 
what hollow live. Video interludes were unset- 
tling, presented like a Spike & Mike’s Sick 
and Twisted PowerPoint presentation as Fite 
led the audience through the nursery rhyme 
calisthenics of “Flead, Shoulders, Knees, and 
Toes.” It was all a bit more than necessary, 
Fite’s songs capable of standing on their own 
merit without the exaggerated theatrics, and 
his scathing wit and satire ultimately under- 
mined by the extreme strangeness of the 
entire show.

MAMMOTH GRINDER 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

Nearly imperceptible, the secret high sign 
may have, in fact, come directly from the 
stage, where Mammoth Grinder shuddered 
and shook like prehistoric quarry caught in 
the death throes of premature fossilization. 
Regardless, one U18 with a large “X” on his 
fist nodded to another, and on the local trio’s 
second song early on Saturday, the merry-go- 
mosh circled the wagons all elbows and tes- 
tosterone stomp. Onstage, guitarist Chris Ulsh 
nodded approvingly, his hardcore vocal scrot 
blistering the mic as bassist Chris Camp’s 
blue eyes glinted a Mona Lisa smile and drum 
engineer Brian Boeckman drove Mammoth 
Grinder with relentless, two-ton kick-drum 
footfalls. Austin metal flourishes up and down 
Red River, but Mammoth Grinder actually 
summoned the ghosts of two 1990s Texas 
institutions, tight as early Toadies and as cor- 
rosive as Brutal Juice, yet all Rage and Ruin, 


the threesome’s recent debut LP. The group’s 
upcoming 7-inch got a live plug, the two Chrises’ 
dual vocal exhaust feeding the set-ending dirgy 
ooze that matched Mammoth Grinder’s metallic 
blitz with earthshaking ecstasy.

THE NATIONAL 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 8 

Repeatedly disclosed as the band’s final 
show before a long recording hiatus, the 
National has never appeared as loose and 
unbridled as it did Saturday night. Their notori- 
ously dark and angst-rattled aesthetic still 
propelled the headlining set as frontman Matt 
Berninger bathed in the blue light and cradled 
the mic like his hope, but he flung himself 
around the stage in relentlessly broken cathar- 
sis and clearly had fun doing so. The flourish 
of added horns on songs like opener “Brainy” 
and “Baby, We’ll Be Fine” bolstered the driv- 
ing surge of guitars and anthemic swell of

Boxer and 2005 breakout Alligator, especially 
“Secret Meeting” and an addled “Abel.” The 
brooding pulse of “Start a War” and “Fake 
Empire” throbbed direly into the evening, the 
latter best exploiting the new brass swell in a 
scathing call to arms, but crowd favorite “Mr. 
November” closed the night on a defiant and 
triumphant note.

THE CYNICS

D.O.A. 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 9 

D.O.A. just turned 30, and Joey “Shithead” 
Keithley hasn’t lost a step. If anything, he’s 
a more capable musician. D.O.A. ripped 
through a satisfying selection of the expected 
classics, including “General Strike,” “Liar for 
Hire,” and, naturally, “Fuck You,” but they 
also turned in blistering performances of 
a few shockingly good new songs, such as 
“Devil’s Speedway” and “Police Brutality.” 
Throughout, Keithley outplayed and outper- 
formed his noticeably younger bandmates. In 
fact, so natural and authoritative was Keithley 
onstage that, in the moment, it was more 
righteous for hardcore punk to be played by a 
cranky middle-aged guy than by an outraged 
twentysomething. So why did D.O.A. come off 
as a little, well, dated? Maybe it was because 
Keithley played “Fucked Up Bush” (original 
title: “Fucked Up Ronnie,” i.e., Reagan) and 
“Race Riot” yet somehow failed to note that 
five days ago voters made Bush an official 
lame duck in favor of a black man. Joey, it’s 
over.

KOOL KEITH 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 9 

Dashing rumors that he was a no-show, 
Kool Keith took the stage dressed for a bliz- 
zard, his face wrapped in a sequined scarf 
and head covered by a thick hooded overcoat. 
“I wear my own curtain because I can’t let 
my energy be revealed,” the wacky wordsmith 


explained. “It’s my solar energy, an unseen 
force.” Kool Keith resurrected Ultramagnetic- 
era classics “Ya Not That Large” and “Ease 
Back” before morphing into Dr. Octagon for 
“Blue Flowers” and “Girl Let Me Touch You.” 
Pornocore classic “Sex Style” was introduced 
with a series of inquisitions: “How many girls 
like the Motel 6?

ST. VINCENT

“The thing about Texas is we know how 
to kick out the jams,” announced Dallas 
expatriate Annie Clark before oozing solo into 
the Beatles’ “Dig a Pony.” St. Vincent isn’t 
merely another precious singer-songwriter 
earning ducats with nothing but good hair 
and eyelashes. Clark’s a troubadour, and with 
a full band, she rocks out like a strung-up 
marionette. Introducing new songs and play- 
ing from her debut Marry Me, she went tribal 
before excusing her band for the aforemen- 
tioned blues riff. She can be anything you 
want her to be - slow and abrasive, poppy 
and daring, seductive and raucous - but 
she’s best alone and vulnerable, with nothing 
but a kick drum and guitar. Switching to keys 
for “Marry Me” came off as Feist-lite, but only 
because this chick can shred. “Thanks for 
being a part of the jam,” she effused before 
breaking into a creepy, cool “Your Lips Are 
Red.” Everything exploded, cymbals shrill, gui- 
tar squealing for help.

UME 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 9 

Austin’s wild trio ignited Sunday’s opening 
of FFFF with the sharp mortar fire of Lauren 
Larson’s guitar. Like a fiery adaptation of 
Kim Gordon with avian grace, Larson and her 
guitar slaying were rabid, her vocals snarly, 
which is pleasantly incongruous with her 
petite frame. Drawing a generous crowd, Ume 
played hard and fast and fully, bringing each 
song to a barbed peak with its frontwoman’s 
brusque, dark vocals. Sprawling guitar work 
weaved between the thick threads of Eric 
Larson’s bass and Jeff Barrera’s drums, 
stitching a sturdy fabric of sepulchral indie 
rock with some frayed, meandering edges. 

The fury with which Mrs. Larson confronts 
her guitar makes for sweeping, dissonant 
sounds that, all together, create clandestinely 
gorgeous melodies once you sift through and 



pare the layers. Receptive from the beginning, 
the crowd’s investment increased once each 
point in the isosceles triangle of Ume climbed 
through the set to be consumed by the stri- 
dent melodies and quaking vocals that have 
become its most unique quality.

ZEALE & PHRANCHYZE 

Waterloo Park, Nov. 9 

Declaring their style “Austin hip-hop with 
no add-ins and no preservatives,” local word- 
smiths Zeale’s and Phranchyze’s charm was 
put to the test early Sunday afternoon when 
the two moseyed on stage to a slim-picked 
crowd of early risers. That didn’t stop the 
charismatic pair from working over those 
who did show up with a survey of hip-hop’s 
diverse offerings spun out by longtime ally DJ 
Kid Slice. Be it a New York-style hustle or an 
ATL drip, Zeale & Phranchyze flaunted their 
battle-rapping chops (“You couldn’t come hard 
if you ejaculated marble slab”) and, as if they 
ever fail to, threw a nod to their “Customs,” 
inspiring Zeale to take off his right high-top 
and cradle it like a baby. After a second wave 
of beat-seekers arrived midway through the 
set, the young guns onstage locked into Pink 
Floyd’s “Time” before closing out with Zeale 
staple “Haterz and Robotz” and Phran’s iconic 
“Love Me Back.” Austin may not be theirs yet, 
but they’ve carved out one exciting niche for 
the future.

LEAD STORY 

Recent research in The B.E. Journal of 
Economic Analysis & Policy sheds light on 
the thorny social issue of why females con- 
tinue to earn less money than males, even 
in similar jobs. Competing hypotheses have 
been advanced: It’s either gender discrimi- 
nation or simply that more women than men 
de-emphasize career aggressiveness in 
favor of family. The recent research sug- 
gests discrimination. Researchers found 
that females who were established in jobs 
and who then underwent sex changes actu- 
ally increased their earnings slightly, but 
that males who became females lost about 
one-third of their earning power, according to 
an October summary of the research in 
Time magazine. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) A 38-year-old man was cited for disor- 
derly conduct in Fond du Lac, Wis., in 
September after he bought a beer for his 
sons, ages 2 and 4, at the county fair. He 
could not be cited for providing alcohol to 
minors because, under Wisconsin law, par- 
ents are exempt, but he was written up for 
swearing at police. 2) Meleanie Hain’s 
Pennsylvania concealed-weapons permit was 
revoked in September after spectators com- 
plained about her openly carrying her load- 
ed, holstered Glock at her 5-year-old daugh- 
ter’s soccer game. However, the only penalty 
under state law is the loss of the privilege of 
concealment, so if Hain continues to carry 
the gun, she must do so openly.

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

Rituals: 1) The chairman of a Nigerian 
development company was charged in August 
with stealing what is now the equivalent of 
$5.5 million and burning $2 million of that in 
cash so he could smear the ashes over his 
naked body in a nighttime “fortification” ritu- 
al in a cemetery. 2) Four people were arrest- 
ed in October after a family gathering in 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, when a Ramadan- 
ending ceremony turned into the fatal beat- 
ings of two relatives who were being adminis- 
tered an aggressive ritual, supposedly to 
stop their tobacco habits. 

Wrestling in Turkey I: Villages in Western 
Turkey traditionally hold camel-wrestling 
matches during gala weekend festivals in 
winter, which is mating season and the only 
time bull camels will fight (and even then, 
not always). There is at least one profes- 
sional league, and sometimes, camels 
embody the pride of an entire village. A 
female is paraded in front of two males, 
then led away, and the supposedly frisky 
bulls tussle but only occasionally reach a 
resolution in which one subdues the other 
by sitting on him, according to a dispatch in 
Germany’s Der Spiegel. Usually, judges have 
to pick the winner on style, and sometimes 
the decision is easy, as one camel has sim- 
ply run away. 

Wrestling in Turkey II: Camel-wrestling is a 
winter celebration, but the summers are (and 
have been for 650 years) for Kirkpinar, the 
country’s oil-wrestling celebration and tourna- 
ment, during which a thousand men, slathering 


on two tons of olive oil, fight matches until 
one man earns the solid-gold title belt. 
Several months of regional tournaments lead 
up to Kirkpinar, which, incidentally, has 
recently experienced the same doping contro- 
versies as mainstream world sports. 

Athletes Demanding Respect: “I think one 
day, it should be an Olympic sport,” said 
Jeannine Wikering, 26, who finished third 
while representing Germany in the 10-nation 
European pole-dancing championship in 
Amsterdam in September. And Australia’s 
champion sheep-shearers prepared to once 
again lobby the country’s Sports 
Commission for official recognition, which 
would enable them to apply for training 
grants and corporate sponsorship. Shearers 
are revered in New Zealand with televised 
matches and large prizes, according to an 
August dispatch from Sydney in Britain’s 
Guardian, but Australia’s top shearers get 
much less respect. 

In September, despite an increasing cho- 
rus of complaints, Peruvians celebrated the 
annual Gastronomic Festival of the Cat in a 
village just south of Lima, serving a variety 
of feline delicacies (fried cat strips, cat 
stew, grilled cat with spicy huacatay). For 
the most part, according to a Chicago 
Tribune report, the dishes are made with 
specially bred cats rather than street prowl- 
ers and are consumed for their health bene- 
fits, though centuries-old tradition is the 
likeliest explanation. Said one Peruvian, 
such cultural events “are our roots and 
can’t be forgotten.” 

PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

A 21-year-old woman was arrested in 
Hamilton, New Zealand, in October after she 
allegedly kicked in the door of her ex-boy- 
friend’s home, then assaulted him because 
of a custody dispute between the couple 
over their pet possum. 

LEAST COMPETENT 
BARROOM BRAWLER 

In July, Scott Bennett, 48, lost an eye in a 
fight at the Mavericks night club in Sioux City, 
Iowa. Then, on Oct. 12, in another fight at 
Mavericks, Bennett lost his other eye. 
(Coincidentally, in October, Britain’s worst 
professional boxer, Peter Buckley, announced 
he will retire after his next bout. He has lost 
88 in a row, and overall his record is 43-256.)

Sea TUrtle Inc. in 

South Padre Island con- 
tinues the landmark 
work of one of Texas’ 
most famous conserva- 
tionists. Besides protect- 
ing and rescuing sea tur- 
tles, the organization 
gives visitors an incredi- 
bly close look at these 
beautiful creatures. 

The low-slung building of Sea Turtle 
Inc. is easy to miss near the northern 
end of civilization on the island. Beyond 
most of the T-shirt shops, hotels, and condos, the rescue center looks pretty drab compared to its 
garish neighbors. 

At the center, tanks hold sea turtles the size of large dogs and weighing hundreds of pounds. 

The walls of the ponds are low enough that children can see eye-to-eye with the giant reptiles when 
the turtles poke their heads above the water. 

The staff presents a Meet the Turtles program throughout the day, beginning at 10am. During the 
show, everyone gets a chance to learn about the different kinds of sea turtles that nest in the 
dunes of Padre Island. Most of the residents have suffered life-threatening injuries that prevent 
them from being released back into the wild. 

All of the resident turtles exhibit personalities of their own. One of the stars is M.J., a logger- 
head turtle that had all four flippers clipped by a predator. He (they aren’t really sure of his sex) 
seems to be as curious about the visitors peering over the sides of the tank as they are about 
him. Another resident, Gerry, is a green sea turtle in a tall, round tank with a viewing window. He 
seems to take delight in peeking around the corners of the window at visitors. Gerry appeared on 
Johnny Carson’s and David Letterman’s shows with Sea Turtle Inc.’s founder, lla Loetscher. 

Loetscher, who passed away in 2000, always had a mind of her own. She is credited with being 
the first woman in Iowa to earn a pilot’s license. After her husband died in 1955, she joined her 
retired parents in the Lower Rio Grande Valley. In 1961, she became one of the few year-round resi- 
dents of South Padre Island. 

It was a time when marine biologists were just beginning to learn about the Atlantic green sea 
turtles. The turtles’ population was dropping because predators, human and wildlife, were eating 
the eggs they laid on a Mexican beach. 

Loetscher worked with several other individuals to introduce sea-turtle nesting sites to Padre 
Island, where the eggs could be protected. For 35 years, she saved hundreds of injured turtles and 
educated thousands of humans about the value of sea turtles with her original Meet the Turtles 
programs. Sea Turtle Inc. continues her life’s work. 

Sea Turtle Inc. is located at 6617 Padre Blvd. in South Padre Island. The rescue center is 
open Tuesday through Sunday from 10am to 4pm.

“I tell you what,” one of the player-development 
guys for the Austin Toros said a few picks into last 
week’s NBA Development League draft, “we better 


start thinking about whether we 
want Smush.” 

“Smush? Really?” 

Until recently, Smush Parker 
had been posting some impressive 
numbers in the NBA, playing for six 
teams over the last seven years. In 
two years as a starting point guard 
with the Lakers, he averaged 11 
points a game. We’ve learned, how- 
ever, that Smush has an attitude 
problem. Last year, for example, 
he tussled with a female parking 
attendant in Miami. 

Dell Demps, the director 
of player personnel for the 
San Antonio Spurs, who 
are the Toros NBA affili- 
ate, allowed that he had 
made some inquiries with 
Smush’s last NBA employ- 
ers, the Los Angeles Clippers. 

“I asked if they were okay with 
Smush,” Demps told the dozen or 
so men sitting around a horseshoe 
table, anxiously waiting to make 
the Toros first pick of the draft. 
“And?” 

“They didn’t say no.” 

Demps let that hang there a 
second. 

“I believe the quote was, ‘He 
doesn’t symbolize the program.”' 
Perhaps the comment was 
meant as a compliment. After all, it 
was coming from the Los Angeles 
Clippers, quite possibly the crappi- 
est franchise in professional sports, 
a team that has had only six win- 
ning seasons in its 38-year history. 
This was the organization Smush 
Parker wasn’t good enough for. 

Question was, was Smush good 
enough for Austin? Should Smush 
symbolize the Toros? Would he 
end up being more trouble than 
he was worth? Would his wounded 
pride just get in the way of what 


the D-League is all about - devel- 
oping the talent of younger, less 
jaded talent? 

I was taken with the idea that 
the Toros, who kick off their fourth 
season Nov. 28 at the Austin 
Convention Center, would become 
a Smush Parker kind of team: a 
team of fuckups, head cases, and 
dead-enders looking for redemp- 
tion. Something told me that head 
coach Quin Snyder might even 
share the sentiment. Not that 

Snyder is a fuckup himself 
- far from it. The dude has 
an impressive resume: 

In college, while double 
majoring in philosophy 
and political science, he 
helped lead Duke to three 
Final Four appearances. He 
has a law degree and an Master of 
Business Administration. In each 
of his first four years at Missouri, 
he led the Tigers to the NCAA 
tournament. Then came Ricky 
Clemons. Arrested for assault, 
Clemons began making all kinds 
of accusations of academic impro- 
prieties against Snyder’s coaching 
staff. Though most of the charges 
weren’t substantiated, Snyder’s 
program was put on probation, and 
two years later, one of the most 
promising young coaches in col- 
lege basketball was sent packing. 
Snyder and Smush both might have 
something to prove. 

As it happens, though, Snyder 
didn’t get to dance with Smush 
Parker. The Rio Grande Valley Vipers 
took him before Snyder could. 

“Oh, thank you!” a relieved 
coach said. That made things 
easier for the Toros, who went with 
guard Robert McKiver, out of the 
University of Houston. Easier but a 
little less interesting, I’m afraid.

CHRONICLE 
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When you meet someone who’s been in Austin since the 
Seventies, he or she will opine about the small-town feel and 
freedom this city used to have. When you meet an Austinite who 


arrived in the early Nineties, he or she will 
tell you how good it was before the tech 
boom caused an influx to our fair city. And 
I can tell y’all, things have changed since 
I came here in 2001: I shed a tear for 
the Texas Showdown Saloon every Friday. 
Everybody wants the Austin they knew and 
loved, but as the city grows, how can you 
hold on to what’s not there anymore? This 
question is at the heart of Fantasmaville, 
Teatro Vfvo’s exploration of gentrification and 
identity in modern Austin. 

They say you can’t go home again, but 
Celeste and Martin are trying to ignore that cli- 
che. What might be harder for them to ignore 
are the “Yuppies off the East Side” signs or 
their bigot neighbor or the sense that they 
don’t really belong anywhere. That and the rac- 
coon that keeps breaking into their house. 

Celeste and Martin are a mixed-race mar- 
ried couple, well-educated with an inherent 
sense of guilt that they’re not doing enough 
for their community. Martin, a white yuppie, 
has guilt about all the privileges he has, while 
unemployed Celeste is desperately looking for 
a cause to champion. She eventually chooses 
to focus her outrage on a proposed dog park 
on the Eastside, which locals fear will be trans- 
formed into a parking garage for the new UT 
baseball stadium. Playwright Raul Garza sur- 
rounds this struggling couple with a cast of rich 
and hilarious side characters, most notably 
Patti Arredondo’s effervescent dice-roller, Flor, 
and technical director Rupert Reyes’ Freddy. 

A chief strength of Fantasmaville’s script is 
its development of such a full world rife with 


captivating characters. The play is episodic, 
with a loose framework of conflicts guiding 
it forward. That could be detrimental, but 
Garza and director David Yeakle imbue the 
ensemble with enough interest to make the 
ever-changing scenes feel fresh. 

However, this structure, along with the plot 
twists, also fosters a strong sense of sit- 
com in Fantasmaville. For example, Celeste 
neglects to tell Martin that she’s decided 
to foster the paperboy until he arrives. 
(Whoops!) Scenes cut off middialogue for 
effect, and some exchanges are fairly laden 
with cliches. The plot dips into melodrama 
and surprise revelations toward its end. 

If these criticisms seem harsh, it should 
be said that Teatro Vfvo’s production is quite 
ambitious on all fronts: Noted songwriter 
David Garza supplies a beautiful score, Joey 
Santori’s videography provides most of the 
local settings in elaborate detail, and Raul 
Garza’s script tries to capture all facets of 
our gentrification problems and being Latino 
in Austin. As someone who is half-white 
and half-yuppie (to be fair, I think they’re 
the same half), it’s hard to swallow some 
of Fantasmaville’s assertions. But whether 
I agree with every point Garza makes, I 
respect him throwing so much out there. 

Fantasmaville provokes; it challenges the 
change that’s brewing in Austin. It seems like 
the same problems have been dogging us for 
so long, and yet so much is changing so fast, 
so much is at stake - what to preserve and 
what to change is Austin’s dilemma across 
decades and communities. - Avimaan Syam

This project is funded in part by the City of Austin 
through the Cultural Arts Division, by a grant from 
Texas Commission on the Arts, and is supported in part 
by an award from the National Endowment for the Arts, 
which believes that a great nation deserves great art. 
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The actual title of Gioachino Rossini’s opera is La 
Cenerentola, but, of course, Austin Lyric Opera provides a 
translation on the program and supertitles of the libretto 
during the performance to make it audience-friendly. 


“Audience friendly” actually describes 
the entire approach that director Garnett 
Bruce and his creative team have taken 
to the whole production, which was 
initially created for the Lyric Opera of 
Kansas City in 2004. ALO has brought 
to Austin the sets, costumes, and Bruce 
himself to restage the show, and what a 
show it is. Set in 1930s Hollywood, the 
story concerns Don Ramiro, a film direc- 
tor seeking a new star. Believing women 
will only display their true natures if they 
do not know he is an auteur, Ramiro and 
his chauffeur, Dandini, switch identities, 
and when Ramiro comes upon a servant 
girl mopping up after her stepsisters 
and stepfather in the local vaudeville 
theatre - well, hey, you can guess where 
things go from there. And while Jacopo 
Ferretti, who wrote the libretto in 1817, 
may not have intended the story of the 
girl who rises from the ashes to become 
princess of a realm to have anything to 
do with Hollywood - well, hey, the whole 
thing’s sung in Italian, so how many 
among us will know the difference? 

ALO obviously recruits its principals 
from across the country, as the sold-out 
house was treated to New York’s Michele 
Angelini lending his rich and powerful 
tenor to the role of Don Ramiro and 
Massachusetts’ Sandra Piques Eddy 
thrilling in the title role. But the Lone Star 
State was not outdone, as Texas’ John 
Boehr, playing the role of Dandini, stole 
every scene in which he appeared. While 
it was refreshing, even inspiring, to see 
the work of a director who understands 
how to stage against the strong parallel 
lines of a proscenium theatre, perhaps 
most impressive were 


R. Keith Brumley’s sets and Mary 
Traylor’s costumes. Brumley especially 
used the Dell Hall drop-and-fly system 
extensively and to magnificent effect. 

For instance, at the end of the first 
act, as the Cinderella story played out 
downstage, upstage a scene filming in a 
Western saloon transformed before our 
wondering eyes into a palatial staircase 
filled with showgirls in massive, peacock- 
feathered headdresses. Add to this 
James Sale’s bold, constantly shifting, 
but always appropriate lights, and the 
resulting production values would be the 
envy of any Broadway professional house. 

Despite the impressive technical and 
vocal qualities of the show, and despite 
Robert Tweeten’s impeccable direction 
of the ALO orchestra, for me the real 
star was Dell Hall. As I listened to the 
first notes of music, I thought some 
tremendously expensive amplification 
equipment had to be in use, but at inter- 
mission, after as close an examination 
as my seats in the orchestra would allow, 

I concluded none was. The hall appears 
to be a massive resonance chamber, 
and my bet is the people in the farthest 
reaches of the balcony could hear as 
well as I could eight rows back from the 
stage. Granted, some of the actual acting 
in the production would not be accept- 
able in the most callow of community 
musicals, and at three hours, the show 
feels really, really long. But while I have 
seen bits and pieces of operas over the 
years, I had never seen one beginning 
to end, and I have difficulty imagining a 
much more effective introduction to the 
art form than ALO’s production of La 
Cenerentola. - Barry Pineo

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‘3 New Artists’ Yard Dog 
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Yard Dog gallery is showing “3 New Artists.” That’s 
the name of the current show. Which may not be very 
creative, but the title doesn’t have to be, because the 


art that’s on the walls is. When you 
walk into the long, high-ceilinged room, 
you see the groupings of the three new 
artists immediately to the right. Billy 
Kirkland has drawn with graphite on 
gessoed panels to create a central fig- 
ure surrounded by mysterious abstract 
shapes. Mike Egan is a painter who is 
able to make funeral references look 
reverently adorable. Fort Guerin uses 
cowboys’ poetic quotes, combining text 
and portraiture to give a nostalgic look 
at frontier culture. 

Guerin’s work reminds me of recent 
work by Tim Kerr because of the loose 
combinations of quotes and historical 
figures. His subjects are cowboys, so 
the quotes tend to 
center around camp- 
fires, guns, and drink- 
ing. The artist does 
historical research and 
pulls out tasty bits to 
give you a feeling of 
the hard lives these 
characters lived. 

I was fascinated to 
read that Egan works 
at a funeral parlor. His 
imagery is sad and 
peacefully accepting 
at the same time. 

He has a great flat 
illustrative style that is quite contem- 
porary - call it JuxtapozArt & Culture 
Magazine style, if you like. The style is 
adorable, but his subject is death. His 
titles are poignant: / Pray That You're 
Safe and Happy to Be Gone. In the 
series, a skeleton character animates 
graveyards, little flowers grow, and little 
crosses float up to the sky. I think the 


crosses represent prayers of the liv- 
ing. These skeletons seem like ghost 
friends; they aren’t out to get you, but 
they exist on their own terms. 

Kirkland is an Austin artist whose 
work has a spontaneous feel, like 
he’s discovering imagery as he works. 

It seems like he just starts drawing 
and gets wrapped up in his cubist- 
influenced style. He uses line and 
pattern more than shading. Rapido 
looks to me like a Works Progress 
Administration worker. He’s wearing a 
cap, and there seem to be layers of 
pipes and grated floors behind him. In 
this vast room, checkerboards, eyes, 
plants, and shapes mingle harmoni- 
ously. These pieces 
draw you in with their 
complexity and abstrac- 
tions and intrigue you 
with political titles such 
as New World Disorder 
and The Nocturnal 
Combatant. 

While these three 
artists have different 
motivations for making 
art, the atmosphere at 
Yard Dog is always about 
making deeply personal 
art rather than purely 
looking for the decora- 
tive. As a statement on the gallery’s 
website notes: “Lots has happened over 
the years: older artists passed on, we 
met new artists, the folk art/outsider 
a rt/ se If-ta ught a rt/ wh ateve r-yo u-wa nt- 
to-call-it art field changed, and we 
changed. Now, if we like it, if we hang it 
in the gallery and it looks like it belongs, 
then it’s Yard Dog art.” - Rachel Koper

Worry not, for the time being, about the definition, pronuncia- 
tion, or meaning of “synecdoche.” For the purposes of this review, 
this movie’s title translates as only one thing: masterpiece. 


Screenwriter Kaufman’s first venture as a 
director is audacious, ambitious, amazing. It’s 
also intricate, self-referencing, and all-encom- 
passing. Kaufman creates an alternate reali- 
ty, a reality as elaborate and purposeful as 
any good fantasy film yet as grounded, 
detailed, and recognizable as life as we know 
it to be. Kaufman’s film fantasies are not 
conventionally populated by extraterrestrials, 
hobbits, prehistoric creatures, or the like (see 
Being John Malkovich, Human Nature, 
Adaptation., and Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind for reference); his manifesta- 
tions come from deep within the cerebrum 
and generate characters who look like you 
and me (and the members of his cast). They 
are our haunted doppelgangers or the visions 
we sometimes catch in the corners of our 
mirrors: images of the people we might be 
were we not who we are. And, complicating 
the truth of those images, these alternate fig- 
ures would be completely unimaginable were 
we not precisely who we are. Conundrums 
and mind play form the bulwark of Kaufman’s 
scripts, and their presence tickles the brain 
like a lucid dose of nitrous oxide. His movies 
provide a safe place for our conceptions of 
self to run loose and imagine the possibili- 
ties. Now, as the director of his own, most 
ambitious, script, Kaufman allows free rein to 
the reverberations of his fantasies, taking us 
into the echo chamber of his thought process 
instead of corralling them into three-act sym- 
phonies as did Spike Jonze and Michel 
Gondry, the sympathetic directors of his previ- 
ously mentioned films. Synecdoche , New York 
is anchored by the always remarkable 
Hoffman as upstate New York regional the- 
atre director Caden Cotard, whose marriage, 


relationships, home, and health are all seem- 
ingly crumbling. When he receives a 
MacArthur “genius grant,” he decides to 
mount a massive theatre project and moves 
to Manhattan from Schenectady (hint: the 
title’s pronunciation is much like the city’s, 
and the word is a grammar term that indi- 
cates a part of a thing standing in for the 
whole). Caden wants to create a great work 
of art, something that will outlast him and 
quell his anxieties about separation, inade- 
quacy, decay, and mortality. He takes over an 
empty warehouse, and then another one, and 
populates it with actors who are playing rep- 
resentations of themselves and other figures 
in his life. As the project cascades over 
decades, we watch the characters change 
and age and acquire their own doppelgangers, 
too. Time is both concentrated and elongated 
in the movie; continuity becomes confused; 
chronology goes haywire, caught between sta- 
sis and anti-stasis. All the while, Caden is 
trapped by disappointment and an inability to 
move beyond this rehearsal of his life. The 
absurdity grows, and so does the film’s 
humor. In addition to Hoffman, Synecdoche 
has attracted an incomparably great group of 
actors to flesh out these various aspects of 
Caden’s life, and crew contributions from the 
likes of cinematographer Frederick Elmes and 
music composer Jon Brion add strong creative 
support to the first-time director. Like Caden, 
audience members may be haunted by a feel- 
ing that there’s supposed to be something else 
to all this: Synecdoche is the kind of movie 
that rewards repeated viewings. But some- 
times, as Van Morrison sings, it’s just best to 
“sail into the mystic.” - Marjorie Baumgarten

Does God hate horror films, secular or 
otherwise? Certainly, to judge from the 
patchwork nonscares in House, he’s no fan 
of contemporary Christian genre filmmaking. 
Possibly he has his hands full elsewhere, 
cinematically - Bollywood alone surely pres- 
ents a pressing challenge to a Christian 
deity inclined toward 24 frames per second 
transubstantiation. There have been many 
abominations littering genre filmmaking of 
late, mediocrity and worse masquerading 
as genre fare. They encompass everything 
from the rise of indefatigable German direc- 
tor Uwe Boll (his detractors call him the 
devil, as do his supporters) to Paul W.S. 
Anderson (his most recent, Death Race, 
made me want to sin all over the place, 
and not in a good way, either). It’s not for 


a lowly acolyte such as myself to presup- 
pose the infallible, the ineffable, or the 
potential film illiteracy of any deity, much 
less the one who allowed Charlton Heston 
the lead in The Ten Commandments and 
The Omega Man. That way lies madness. 
House, however, I can dwell on if not in. A 
Christian-themed horror film adapted from 
Ted Dekker and Frank Peretti’s novel of the 
same name, House has been produced by 
Namesake Entertainment, which previously 
produced a theatrical version of Dekker’s 
novel Thr3e. I haven’t read either book, so I 
can’t vouch for the purity of this adaptation, 
but speaking as a lifelong fan of the maca- 
bre, House has nothing on Steve Miner’s 
riotous 1986 horror-comedy House or, for 
that matter, the Fox network’s physician- 
as-yukster television program House , M.D., 
which, frankly, makes me squirm. Bickering 
marrieds Jack (Rosales) and Stephanie 
(Dippold) find themselves shunted off the 
highway to heaven and onto AC/DC’s more 
intrinsically fascinating thoroughfare after an 
Alabama traffic cop (Madsen), clasping a 
live chicken to his chest, gives them wrong 
directions. Evil! They end up in a creepy 
(and nicely art-directed) mansion alongside 
another couple (Davis and Emery) and the 
house’s owners, a freakish, familial clan 
straight out of Southern Gothic. Menaced by 
a gun-toting maniac outside the house and 
The Devil's Rejects' Moseley inside, the cou- 
ples must confront and confess their prior 
sins before they gain any hope of making it 
to the proverbial church on time. House has 
a few moments that ring genuinely eerie, 
but the cluttered, unconvincing dialogue - 
not to mention Moseley’s ongoing penchant 
for crazed overacting - make it more of a 
genre curiousity than anything the Fangoria 
gang would likely want to sit through. And 
it’s anybody’s guess why this very nearly 
bloodless haunting was tagged with an “R” 
rating by the MPAA. Truly, the Lord works in 
mysterious ways. - Marc Savlov

LET THE RIGHT ONE IN 

D: Tomas Alfredson; with Kare Hedebrant, Lina 
Leandersson. (R, 114 min., subtitled) 

Knives, fangs, and budding desire; 
corpses in copses and snowbound ire: Ah, 
young love. Whatever would we do with- 
out it? The multi-award-winning Swedish 
film Let the Right One In could be sum- 
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marized as a vampire tween romance, 
but that cheap and tawdry sum-up does 
zero justice to the magnificent emotional 
resonance of this gemlike bloodstone of 
a film. This is a complex examination of 
what it means to be a young outsider, 
and its bracing honesty in these matters 
is on par with Gus Van Sant and Larry 
Clark. It’s creepy in the same way that a 
youngster’s first stirrings of adolescent 
desire are creepy - both to them and 
often more so to their elders - when 
strange attractors come into play and 
everything seems frighteningly freighted 
with the surreal, the mysterious, the for- 
bidden. Hedebrant, in one of the film’s 
two remarkable, standout performances, 
plays 12-year-old Oskar, a blond wisp of 
a boy who is as shy as the blue sky in a 
Stockholm winterscape. Bullied at school 
and virtually ignored at home, he spends 
his afterschool hours roaming the snow- 
bound, vaguely fantastical environs that 
surround the apartment complex in which 
he lives. Until, that is, a strange young 
girl name Eli (Leandersson) moves in next 
door with her father. Introverted almost to 
the point of pure emotional disconnect, 
she ultimately thaws beneath Oskar’s 
repeated questions about her home life. 
How old is she? “Twelve ... more or less.” 
They are two outsiders, mirror images 
of light and shadow, drawn together like 
darkness to a single, flickering candle 
flame. Oskar allows Eli in - to his home, 
to his heart; romance, of a sort, blos- 
soms - a black rose in a frozen, white 
world, spotted more and more by crimson 
droplets and sudden, ghastly eruptions of 
violence. In more ways than the obvious, 
Let the Right One In plays on the horrors 
and fantasies of adolescence: having an 
all-powerful protector; finding your own 
kind amid the taller, faster, stronger peers 
who forever crowd out and cow the ugly 
ducklings of all schoolyards, everywhere; 
discovering love everlasting. It’s a beauti- 
ful horror film, and, more important, a 
beautiful film. Cinematographer Hoyte Van 
Hoytema bathes everything in the chilly, 
reflected glare of grayish, not-quite-sun- 
light reflected on dirty snow, and young 
leads Hedebrant and Leandersson do not 
so much act as suck the marrow of primal 
childhood itself and then cough up the 
results, delicately and, occasionally, hor- 
rifically. The nights, of course, are epically 
long in Sweden. But at the end of the day, 
it’s all about love. - Marc Savlov

QUANTUM OF SOLACE

Forgive me, Sir Roger Moore, but I have 
forgotten you entirely. Shocking, I know. 

You used to be so persuasive, so cuttingly 
urbane, a veritable saint on His Majesty’s 
Secret Service, doling out fisticuffs and 
dryly sexual ized bon mots as though they 
were some special language all your own. At 
least, I think you did all that. As I said, my 
mind is a bit fuzzy on your various tenures 
as agent provocateur, although I do recall 
that other fellow, the Scotsman, whatsis- 
name. He was craggy even in his youth and 
therefore lodges in the mental craw some- 
what more pointedly. Connery. That’s the 
one. Aged well, he did, like Edinburgh. Not 
so much you, Sir Moore. Ah, well. At least 
you’re not relegated to George Lazenby’s 
fate: Having to tussle with Jimmy Wang 
Yu in The Man From Hong Kong was by all 
accounts a near-death experience. (Great 
Ozploitation flick, though; you should check 
it out!) I suspect I’m not the only one, either, 
who has relegated his Moonraker and The 
Man With the Golden Gun DVDs to the 
dustbin of Bond history. The blame, to be 
sure, falls squarely on the shoulders of new 
Bond Daniel Craig. His onscreen charisma 
and exquisitely thuggish charm are such 
that he could likely revitalize any number 
of flagging film franchises with little but a 
three-second cameo: Mission: Impossible, 
XXX, The Little Rascals. You name it, Craig’s 
vicious arctic eyes will kick things to a 
whole new level of goodness knows what. I 
haven’t seen star wattage this laser-focused 
since Gert Frobe attempted unauthorized 
gender reassignment on 007 way back in 
Goldfinger. Quantum of Solace proves that 
Casino Royale was no fluke. Director Forster 
may have seemed an odd choice initially. 

His CV is loaded with smart, probing films, 
among them Monster's Ball, Stranger Than 
Fiction, and The Kite Runner, but nothing in 
it seemed remotely Bonc/ish. But he proves 
more than up to the task of shepherding 
James Bond and new Bond girl Kurylenko 
through a convoluted but not unmanageable 
plot as both ricochet around the globe in 
parabolas of vengeance. Quantum opens 
mere minutes after Casino Royale ends, 
with the boy terror of British intelligence’s 
MI6 putting a couple of dings in his beloved 
Aston Martin DBS while being pursued down 
the mountain passes surrounding Italy’s 
Lake Garda. He’s searching for the person

or persons unknown who were responsible for 
the death of Royale’ s Vesper Lynd and continues 
to do so throughout the film. He’s aided in his 
below-the-law shadow vendetta by Kurylenko’s 
Camille; they’re both seeking Dominic Greene 
(Amalric, late of Munich). Meanwhile, back at 
MI6, Dench’s M is becoming increasingly para- 
noid about the mysterious “Quantum” group, 
Giannini’s ever-helpful Mathis is possibly setting 
himself up for a major fall, and Bond is bloodier 
and more enraged than we’ve ever seen him. 

Paul Haggis’ script (with Neal Purvis and Robert 
Wade) focuses not on the wages of sin but of 
vengeance, and they appear to be considerably 
more corruptive. Quantum feels, somewhat, like 
part two of some sort of very nasty Bond sub- 
genre - it’s a grim, dark, and relentlessly violent 
film throughout; James Bond as Terminator rather 
than Templar - but it delivers the goods in bloody 
high style: explosively, sexily, and with 007 shak- 
en (not stirred) to his icy core. - Marc Savlov

Appaloosa is a suitable slow burn punctuated by 
sudden acts of violence.

They come at the 
town council’s request: A scheming, would-be cattle 
baron by the name of Bragg (Irons, resplendent in his 
villain’s finery and subtexting the inherent dangers 
of a nascent capitalist system on the range) has 
murdered the sheriff, and his deputies and must be 
brought to justice. No easy task, that, and it’s compli- 
cated by the arrival in town of a comely, piano-playing 
widow, Allie French (Zellweger, wearing a permanent 
aw-shucks smile), who plays Virgil’s heart like a 
seasoned pro.

When 
a newly fired CIA analyst (Malkovich) decides to 
write a memoir about his time with the agency, he 
ends up instead on the wrong end of a blackmail 
scheme orchestrated by a bumbling duo, Linda 
Litzke (McDormand) and Chad Feldheimer (Pitt), 
two likable middle-aged losers who think they’ve 
stumbled upon classified government documents. 
They’re a classic ditzy comedy pair, and their path- 
ological dopiness allows the Coens to mock the 
conventions of spy movies. But they’re also the 
movie’s Achilles’ heel: heroes whose bulging-eyed 
broadness descends quickly into burlesque.

It’s sort of 
a boho creative’s sweet dream of a wedding, filled 
with light and joy and artistic expression ... into 
which stomps Kym, the slouching, raccoon-eyed, 
self-described “nightmare.”

the seemingly good intention of that is a symptom 
of her self-absorption. Demme successfully returns 
to more intimate territory with this film and takes an 
unhurried, you-are-here approach with the camera.

“We played Austin quite often during my days with 
Ray Charles,” reminisces Dallas-bred saxophonist 


David “Fathead” Newman from his 
home in Woodstock, N.Y. “I remem- 
ber playing Doris Miller Auditorium.” 

Newman, who inadvertently 
earned his nickname from a high 
school music teacher irked by his 
shenanigans, returns to Austin for 
the 14th annual Jazz at St. James 
extravaganza. The 75-year-old 
legend keeps busy with a concert 
on Friday night, a workshop and 
informal performance on Saturday 
morning, and a jazz mass on 
Sunday morning. He’s joined by 
trombone great Curtis Fuller and 
Austin’s superb pianist James 
Polk and his trio on Friday. Vocalist 
Pamela Hart and her quintet open. 
Throughout a prolific career that 
spans six decades, Newman has 
maintained a relationship with 
Austin and its musicians. 

“I knew [trumpeter] Martin 
Banks very well; we played together 


in the big band with Ray Charles,” 
he reflects fondly. 

Doug Sahm’s Atlantic sessions 
also stand out. “Producer Jerry 
Wexler blocked out time for us. It 
was very long, and we recorded 
throughout the night; Bob Dylan 
came by and sat in and played 
the harmonica.” 

In the mid-1970s, he recorded 
a live album with Texas bluesman 
Freddie King at the Armadillo World 
Headquarters. Newman belongs to 
a long, rich tradition of Texas-born 
saxophonists, who play with, as he 
describes, “a huge, wonderful, wide 
open sound. I knew and played with 
Ornette Coleman, Budd Johnson, 
Buddy Tate, Illinois Jacquet, and 
Arnett Cobb at one time or anoth- 
er,” he states proudly, “I’m glad to 
be associated with them and feel 
like I’m part of that Texas tradition.”

MY ‘ECCENTRIC’ NEIGHBOR 
IS DRIVING ME CRAZY 

My neighbor’s yard looks like the Mekong jungle. I’ve 
asked him to get it under control several times, but he 
hasn’t done anything. What can I do? 

Your neighbor is most likely in violation of vari- 
ous city ordinances. For example, the city of Austin 
requires that grass and weeds must be shorter than 
12 inches. Property owners are also required to trim 
overhanging trees so that there is at least 14 feet of 
clearance at the curb line. You can contact the city 
(call nonemergency 311) and report the potential vio- 
lations. The city should investigate, give the property 
owner notice of noncompliance, and allow for a short 
period of time to fix the problem. If the problem is 
not fixed within the allotted time, the city will cut the 
grass and trim back the trees and then bill the property 
owner for the work. 

The fence between my neighbor’s yard and mine is ugly 
and beat-up. I want to replace it, but my neighbor wants to 
leave it. Can I replace it on my own? 

Assuming a neighborly chat is unsuccessful in 
resolving the fence problem, the first thing to determine 
is whether the fence runs along the property boundary 
line. Location of the fence is important because it 
determines who has control over the fence. A property 
owner generally has the ability to fence his property as 
he sees fit (without causing a nuisance) as long as the 
fence is on his property. Alternatively, if the fence turns 
out to be on the neighbor’s property, you are most 
likely stuck with the fence. If the fence runs along the 
boundary line, the fence belongs to both neighbors, in 
which case both owners are generally responsible for 
keeping the fence in good condition, and neither neigh- 
bor can remove the fence without permission from the 
neighbor who shares the fence. 

Assuming your neighbor refuses to agree to 
remove the fence, you could build a second fence on 
your property to block the view of the ugly fence. If 
that is not economically feasible, you may be forced 
to live with it, as there is no law or ordinance that 
specifically prohibits ugly fences. Simply put, ugly 
doesn’t mean unlawful.

I have always used Ford Econoline 
vans. However, the Sprinter will cost less, 
give me double the mileage, and is just a cool 
vehicle. Oh, it can also use biodiesel, according 
to the dealer. Should I buy a vehicle that’s been 
sitting on a dealer’s lot for two years? I love it; 

I just need an objective opinion. - Katie 

TOM: We’ll give you two objective opin- 
ions, Katie. 1 say, go for it. 

RAY: Me, too. 

TOM: I wonder why it’s been sitting 
there for two years. Is it DayGlo orange or 
something? In any case, you should be able 
to get a great price on it, and the only parts 
that really degrade while sitting on the lot 
are those made of rubber. 

RAY: Right. Ozone in the air breaks 
down rubber over time. So things like the 
weather stripping around the doors may 
last, say, eight years instead of 10.

If you’re new to Austin, consider this: You can’t really call yourself 
an Austinite until you’ve spent some quality time in a South Austin 
back yard - ideally one decorated with Christmas lights, old beer signs, 
and a liberal scattering of dogs, mosquitoes, and dirt-smeared children.

Still, in spite of the fact that he looks like he has raided 
the Crypt Keeper’s wardrobe, he will be playing a really expensive gui- 
tar - probably a Taylor or a Guild or maybe an ancient Martin that was 
signed by Willie or Waylon or Townes - well, maybe Townes. It’s hard 
to say, because the signature trails off at the end. In the midst of all the 
conversational murmur, children’s squeals, dog barks, and airplane/traffic 
noises, he will unobtmsively be playing a song. If you actually pay atten- 
tion to it, you might find that it is the most beautiful and tme song you’ve 
ever heard. You might be absolutely shocked you’ve never heard it before. 
Incredulous, you might turn to the person next to you and ask who wrote 
it, and they will respond, “He did.” You won’t recognize his name. He’s 
nobody special, but when you finally hear that song, you’ll be able to 
call yourself an Austinite. More importantly, you can carry that beautiful 
memory with you when some pretentious fuckstick doorman jacks you 
up about not wearing proper attire. This is Austin motherfucker. We are 
playing a much bigger game here. Like Billy Jeff Clinton used to say, “We 
are expanding the definition of us and shrinking the definition of them.” 
That’s what makes this town special. So maybe you haven’t gotten the 
South Austin Backyard Dirt-Patch Party e-vite. Don’t sweat it. Your time 
will come. You just have to start mixing it up with the right people. Try 
Ruta Maya HQ this Friday. Somehow a wormhole opened up somewhere 
in the space-time continuum and is dropping country songwriting legend 
Billy Joe Shaver smack dab in the middle of one of Austin’s biggest hippie 
havens. That’s OK. He could use a little more peace and a little less war 
these days. If you haven’t seen Billy Joe, you need to put him on your 
bucket list before he finishes up his. Shaver is one of the finest living 
American songwriters. See him now at Ruta Maya, so you won’t have to 
watch the PBS documentary about his life and wish you had.
